In view of the hue and cry over the 
oil land leases in California and fear 
that the navy will not be able to obtain 
fuel oil enough to operate as planned

PRELIMINARY GOVERNMENT RE- 
PORT ON FLAXSEED ACRE- 
AGE AND CROP.

ply—many different private reports 
early in the season in regard to the 


acreage sown to flaxseed in this coun- 
try, the trade in general has nothing 
to guide them with any degree of ac- 
curacy until the first government re- 
port on flax acreage and probable pro- 
duction is made by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

For some time the private reports 
received have indicated an increase in 
the acreage sown to flax in the Ameri- 
can Northwest this year. These re- 
ports have had, naturally, considerable 
effect upon the market on linseed oil, and 
have had a tendency to reduce trading, 
since consumers have willingly inclined 
to the belief that a larger crop was in 
prospect. This is equivalent to saying 
that they could later buy linseed oil 
at lower prices. Hence, more than or- 
dinary interest is attached to the publi- 
cation of the government’s report on 
flax, which was given out just after 
the close of the market on Friday. To 
those who have held extreme bearish 
views the report must have come as a 
disappointment, since the government 
places the total indicated yield at 14,- 
000,000 bushels, or practically the same 
as the final figures of last year’s pro- 
duction. 

The report states the acreage to be 
1,591,000; the condition as of July 1 at 
90.3 per cent.; the yield per acre at 9.1 
bushels, and the estimated total yield 
at 14,000,000 bushels, The correspond- 
ing early report for the year 1915 placed 
the acreage at 1,881,000; condition July 
1, 88.5 per cent.; yield per acre, 8.7 bush- 
els, and total yield, 16,000,000 bushels. 
The final figures for last year, which 
offer a fair basis of comparison as to 


the evidential value of the govern- 
ment estimates, gave the acreage as 
1,367,000; the acre yields 10.1 bushels, 
and the final yield at 13,845,000 bushels. 

From the standpoint of acreage some 
consolation may be derived in that an 
increase is shown over the final figures 
for 1915, as given above, although a 
decline is recorded when compared with 


the final production of the 1915 crop. If 
the final figures for the 1916 crop gu 
through the same paring process, as 


was the case last year, it is evident 
that unless growing conditions ap- 
proach the ideal the total yield will not 
come up to that of last year. 

Since considerable seed was planted 
late this year, and therefore will be 
more susceptible to damage from 
early frosts and other climatic condi- 
tions, it becomes apparent that 
weather conditions between now and 
the harvest will have a decided bearing 
upon the ultimate crop; in fact, the 
weather will practically determine 
what the yield shall be. One point in 
the present report indicative of the 
volume of the 1916 crop is that while 
the acreage is larger than last year 
the final estimated yield is smaller, 
whereas a yield in bushels per acre 
equal to that of last year would bring 
the total yield for 1916 to a point more 
than two million bushels higher than 
the production of flaxseed in 1915. 

While this report is only preliminary 
and is subject to modification later 
on with the weather playing a most im- 
portant part, and while the govern- 
ment figures have not in the past been 
reliable enough to be taken as an actual 
basis upon which to estimate what 
future prices shall be, nevertheless 
these figures are exceedingly valuable. 
They show that any idea of a large in- 
crease in acreage over last year is not 
to entertained, and, consequently, 
that the home supply of seed will fall 
short of filling home requirements. 
Even though there should be some in- 
in acreage and yield on the 
Canadian side of the border, since it is 
not entirely logical to look for any sharp 
udvance in seed while going into the new

harvest Season, it is possible that the 
price for products of flaxseed may not 
be adversely affected by the informa- 
tion given by the government in its 
preliminary report. But, on the other 
hand, it will require a great deal of 
optimism to entertain seriously the pos- 
sibility of 50-cent oil this year, as many 
members of the trade have been boldly 
and unqualifiedly predicting. 

The consuming requirements of this 
country wil] approximate in the vicin- 
ity of 27,000,000 bushels, the variation to 
the higher or lower amount registering 
synchronically with the high or low 
prices of linseed oil. Several years ago 
with conspicuously low oil prices the 
consumption rose as high as 30,000,000 
bushels, but some authorities assert 
that this year the total consumption 
will hardly come up to 25,000,000 bush- 
els. 

With no estimates available as yet on 
the Canadian production jit is expected 
that the increase, if any, will be com- 
paratively small, and that the Cana- 
dian surplus will still leave this country 
in a position to require seven or eight 
million bushels of Argentine flaxseed. 

As a matter of comparison the follow-

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PAVING THE WAY FOR CREA- 
TION OF A NATIONAL DYE 
INDUSTRY. 





The Ways and Means Committee of 
Congress has kept its promises in re- 
gard to the inclusion in the new gen- 
eral revenue bill of the Administra- 
tion—the omnibus bill—of a provision 
for an import duty upon foreign dye- 
stuffs. This has been done with the 
avowed intention of fostering the do- 
mestic industry in dyes, and particu- 
larly in those synthetic dyestuffs pro- 
duced as a branch of the ‘coal-tar 
genealogical tree’ whose are 
woven all through modern commercial 
chemistry. 

Great Britain in this instance estab- 
lished the precedent—and it. also, was 


scions 


born in necessity—for both nations 
had secured these dyes, prior to the 
war, from Germany, and the famine 


in dyeing material which followed the 
establishment of the Allies’ embargo 


is felt equally in France as in the 
United States. Great Britain, with all 
the bars raised against the exporta- 


tion of German aniline colors to any 
other nation, is experimenting with 
government support and a financial 
feeding of her infant dyestuffs indus- 
try, but yet without appreciable 
progress toward a genuine solution of 
her difficulty. 

There has been a great deal of un- 
heralded experimentation on the part 
of the manufacturers of war munition 
bases—toluol, phenol, carbolic acid, 
picric acid, etc., with the view of pre- 
paring for the inevitable readjust- 
ment which must follow the coming 
of peace. It is no secret that at least 
one large manufacturer has been ex- 
perimenting in this manner for many 
months. 

The unique feature of the present 
bill and one which makes it a protec- 
tive measure—with a_ difference—is 
that a time limit is established for the 
operation of the revised duty sched- 
ule upon finished dyestuffs, and that 
the period named from five to ten 
years, with a specification calling for 
a gradual yearly reduction in such du- 
ties, and final extinction under certain 
provisos, as follows:—

During the period of five years, begin- 
hing five years after the passage of this 
act, such special duties shall be annually 
reduced by 20 per centum of the rate im- 
pused by this section, so that at the end 
of such period such special duties shall 
no longer be assessed, levied or collected; 
but, if at the expiration of five years 
from the date of the passage of this act 
the President finds that there is not be- 
ing manufactured or produced within the 
United States as much as @ per centum 
in value of the domestic consumption of 
the articles mentioned in groups ome and 
two of section 400 (raw products and inter- 
mediates, except natural alizarin and na- 
tural indigo) he shall by proclamation so 
declare, whereupon the special duties im- 


posed by this section on such articles 
shall no longer be assessed, levied or col- 
lected, 

The new bill, which will be passed 


early this week, contemplates a com- 
plete classification of the dyestuffs 
tariff schedule, and while the dyestuffs 
sections are undoubtedly based upon 
the Hill bill—which had the indorse- 
ment of the Committee on Chemicals 
and Dyestuffs of the American Chemi- 
cal Society—it does not parallel the 
provisions of the Hill measure exactly 
as the following comparison will 
show :— 

The present bill places the crude coal 
tar products on the free list; the Hill 
bill called for 5 per centum duty. The 
present bill places a duty of 15 per 
centum ad valorem and a surtax of 2% 
cents a pound on the intermediates; un- 
der the Hill bill the duty was the 
same, but the surtax was specified as 
3% cents a pound. The present measure 
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calls for a duty of 30 per cent. ad va- 
lorem on finished dyes, with a surtax 
of 5 cents a pound; the Hill measure 
specified the same ad valorem duty, but 
again the surtax was higher—7% cents 
a pound. There are other minor and far 
less important differences between the 
two measures, but on the whole the 
only wide diversification is the time 
limit proviso, as given above. 

The reception of the bill by the 
trades has been, on the whole, a dis- 
tinctly favorable one, for the dyestuffs 
provisions have been indorsed by offi- 
cials of the national associations of 
dyestuffs consumers, including the sec- 
retary of the National Association of 
Clothiers who had labored energetical- 
ly in behalf of the Hill bill at the time 
of the hearings before Congress. 

A number of the retailers, however, 
the handlers of the finished products of 
the dyers’ output, are not particularly 
enthusiastic over the measure, taking 
the ground that a domestic dyestuffs 
monopoly would be equally obnoxious 
to a foreign-controlled supply, and 
that the costs of dyed goods should be 
kept as low as possible here, instead of 
approximating and continuing the 
present-day prices, which are based 
upon two years of warfare, with the 
terman supply cut off completely. 

Another new feature was injected 
into the consideration of the bill by an 
immediate appeal—once its provisions 
became known—for the establishment 
of an equal duty rate with dyestuffs of 
the coal-tar medicinals. But, since the 
bill has been reported to Congress, and 
since Chairman Kitchin declares it will 
be passed the first of this week, it is 
held improbable that much will be 
done with this suggestion.

HDlisha J. Hoover, a pioneer in the Brad-

He became a producer in the Bradford 
field in 1879, and acquired considerable 
property, later going to Coleville, Pa., 
where he devoted his personal attention 
to his properties. At the time of his death 
he was a resident of Bradford, and his oil 
holdings included valuable properties in 
many fields.

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NEW DYESTUFFS DUTIES 
FROM 5 TO 30 PER CENT. 


New Tariff Measure Disappoints in 
That Unexpected Increases in 
Duty Upon Natural Dyes Are 
Made—Indigo in the 30 Per Cent 
Class. 





GENERAL RECLASSIFICATION 
SCHEME HELD PROTECTIVE 


Washington, July 7, 1916. 


There are several features of interest 
tu the Reporter’s trades in the omnibus 
bill introduced into Congress on July 1, 
and of which a brief synopsis was print- 
ed in the last issue of the Reporter, which 
may be summarized as follows:— 


_ The doubling of the basic rate of the 
income tax and appreciably higher sur- 
taxes, 

A levy on all 
$50,000. 

A tax of 65 to 8 per cent on the gross 
receipts derived from the sale of mu- 
nitions of war. 

Anti-dumping legislation. 

Protective duties for a limited pe- 
riod on the importation of dyestuffs, 
this being designed to encourage the 
American manufacture of dyes to re- 
lieve the existing shortage. 

Creation of a Tariff Commission, as 
proposed in the bill offered by mr. 
Rainey, of Illinois, several weeks ago. 

Double duties on govods imported 
under the restriction that the Ameri- 
can dealers shall not deal in compet- 
itive articles; that is, legislation for- 
bidding “tying contracts” made 
abroad, 

Repeal of the “stamp tax sections” 
of the emergency revenue bill of Oct. 
22, lyl4, and the retention in modified 
form of the special taxes carried in 

that measure. 


Rates of Duty on Dyestuffs. 


There is a general reclassification of 
dyestuffs duties umder the provisions of 
the new bill, with raw products admitted 
free; a special tax of 2% cents a pound 
ou intermediate and 6 cents a pound on 
finished dyes for a period of from five to 
ten years. The rates on finished dyes run 
as high as 30 per cent. ad valorem. An- 
Other feature of the bill is that benzol, 
toluol, crevsote and anthracone, now pay- 
ing duty at tthe rate of 5 per cent. ad 
valorem, are placed upon the free list. 


Anti-Dumping Clause of the Bill. 


That it shall be unlawful for any person im- 
porting or assisting in importing any article 
from any foreign country into the United 
States to commonly and systematically sell or 
cause to be sold such articles within the United 
States at a price substantially less than the 
actual market value or wholesale price of 
such articles, at the time of exportation to 
the United States, in the principal markets of 
the country of their production, or of other 
foreign countries to which they are commonly 
exported, after adding to such market value 
or wholesale price freight, duty and other 
charges and expenses necessarily incident to 
the importation and sale thereof in the United 
States. 

Provided that such act or acts be done with 
the intent of destroying or injuring an industry 
in the United States or preventing the estab- 
lishment of an industry in the United States, 
or of restraining or monopolizing any part of 
the trade or commerce in such articles in the 
United States. 

Persons convicted of violating this pro- 
vision are punishable by a $,000 fine or 
one year’s imprisonment or both. Any 
person injured by violations may sue the 
defendant and recover threefold damages 
sustained and costs. 

The general revenue bill, which is de- 
signed to produce about $200,000,000 addi- 
tional income to the government, was re- 
ported by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House on Wednesday, and will 
be passed the first of this week. A final 
vote is expected before adjournment to- 
day (Monday). It is probable that the 
mieasure will call for a bond issue to 
meet the probable cost of the Mexican 
operations. 

The report of the Ways and Means 
Committee estimates the cost to the gov- 
ernment of the repeal of the stamp tax 
provisions to be about $20,000,000, but this 
amount and about $1,000,000 additional will 
be raised through the increased miscel- 

- laneous taxes in the bill. 


The title of the bill containing the pro- 
tective duties for certain finished dye- 
stuffs imposed to build up that industry 
in this country, certain raw dyestuffs 
coming in free, reads:— 


TITLE V.—DYESTUFFS. 


Sec, 400. That on and after the day follow- 
ing the passage of this act, except as other- 
wise specially provided for in this title, there 
shall be levied, collected and paid upon the 
articles named in this section when imported 
from foreign countries into the United States, 
or into any of its possessions, except the Phil- 
ippine Islands and the islands of Guam and 
Tutuila, the rates of duties which are pre- 
scribed in this title, namely:— 

Free list:—Group I. Acenaphthene, anthra- 
cene, benzol, carbazol, cresol, cumol, fluorene, 
methylanthracene, methylnaphthalene, naphtha- 
lene, pyridin, quinolin, toluol, xylol, crude coal 
tar, pitch of coal tar, dead or creosote oil, 
anthracene oil, all other distillates which on 
being subject to distillation yield less than 5 
per centum of tar acids in the portion of dis- 
tilling below 200 degrees centigrade, and all 
other products that are found naturally in 
coal tar, whether produced or obtained from 
eoal tar or other source, and not otherwise pse- 
cially provided for in this title, shall be exempt 


from duty.

amidophenol, amidosalicylic acid, aniline oil, 
aniline salt, anthraquinone, binitrobenzol, bi- 
nitrotoluol, binitronaphthalene, binitrochloro- 
benzol, benzaldehyde, benzychloride, benzidin, 
ehlorpthalic acid, cumidin, dianisidin, dimethyl- 
anilin, dioxynaphthalene, diphenylamin, methy1- 
anthraquinone, metanilic acid, nitrobenzol, ni- 
trotoluol, nitronaphthalene, nitraniline, nitro- 
phenylenediamine, nitrotoluenediamine, naph- 
thylamine, naphthol, naphthylenediamine, phe- 
nol, phathalic acid, phthalic anhydride, pheny- 
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lenediamine, phenylnaphthylamine, resorcin, 
salicylic acid, sulfanilic acid, toluidin, tolidin, 
toluylenediamine, xylidin, or any sulfoacid or 
sulfoacid salt of any of the foregoing, all 
other distillates which on being subjected to 
distillation yield 5 per centum or more of k. r.

rived or manufactured in whole or in part 
from the products provided for in Group J, all 
the foregoing not colors, dyes or stains, photo- 
graphic chemicals or explosives, and not other- 
wise provided for in this title, 15 per centum 
ad valorem. 

Group III. All colors, dyes or stains, whether 
soluble or not in water, color acids, color 
bases, color lakes, photographic chemicals or 
explosives, not otherwise specifically provided 
for in this title, when obtained, derived or 
manufactured in whole or in part from any of 
the products provided for in groups I and II, 
including natural alizarin and indigo, 30 per 
centum ad valorem. 

Section 401. That on and after the day fol- 
lowing the passage of this act, in addition to 
the duties provided in section 400, there shall 
be levied, collected and paid upon all articles 
contained in Group II a special duty of 2%

House to Vote Today on War Rev- 


enue Measure Provisions. 


Washington, July 7, 1917. 

The Hlouse, by a vote of 12% to 112, on 
Thursday adopted a special rule limiting 
general debate on the new revenue bill 
until 6 o'clock Friday night, and calling 
for a final vote on the measure at 5 p. 
m., Monday, July 10. 

In the debate Representative Hill, of 
Connecticut, father of the Hill dyestuffs 
measure, assailed the dyestuffs section of 
the bill as not affording sufficient protec- 
tion for the upbuilding of the dyestuffs 
industry in this country and the relief of 
the existing shortage. He said he had 
received a telegram from the president 
of the American Chemical Society saying 
that, while the Democrats had recognized 
the necessity of legislation, the rates they 
proposed were not sufficient to meet the 
demands of the critical situation, and 
would not materially aid the industry. 

Represeiitative Longworth, of Ohio, 
said:—‘*The dye bill is a Republican pro- 
tective measure pure and simple. We 
have persistently demanded the repeal of 
the obnoxious and oppressive war tax. We 
get it in this bill. We get too, an anti- 
dumping provision more stringent than 
any heretofore proposed.” 





Opportunity for American Aniline 
Dyes in France Owing to 
War Shortage. 


The regions of France where anime 
dyes are most extensively used in normal 
times are Lille, Tourcoing, Roubaix, etc., 
in the north, Lyons and its environs in 
the Department of the Rhone, and Rouen 
and vicinity in the Department of Seine- 
Inferieure. Shortly after the outbreak of 
the war the trade im the northern districts 
was brought to a standstill on account of 
the invasion of that territory. During the 
past year, however, several of the textile 
plants, formerly in the invaded districts, 
have opened up new establishments in 
other parts of France which, with the 
increased demands of textile mills that 
did not cease operations, caused consid- 
erable activity in the amiline-dye trade 
in 1915. The sources of supply are ex- 
tremely limited, as the most important 
firm manufacturing aniline dyes in France 
was the Aktien Gesellschaft fur Anilin 
Fabrikation of Berlin, with a branch fac- 


tory at Saint Fons (Lyons). This com- 
pany’s plant was placed under sequestra- 
tion in August, 1914, and is now oeimng 


used by the French military authorities 
for the manufacture of various chemicals. 

The only other firm in France making 
a specialty of the manufacture of aniline 
dyes is “La Société Anonyme des Ma- 
tiéres Colorantes et Produits Chimiques 
de Saint Denis,’’ with offices at 105 Rue 
Lafayette, Paris. It has been practically 
impossible to obtain even a small frac- 
ticn of the demands for aniline colors 
from this concern, principally nigrosines 
required in the cloth, yarn, and leather 
trade, as it has been obliged to devote 
the greater part of its establishment to 
the manufacture of chemicals requirea by 
the military authorities. 

Although the French compamy has in- 
creased its capital and largely extended 
its plant, it can not cope with the present 
orders for aniline dyes or those that will 
exist in France at the close of the war. 
It therefore appears that this country will 
have to depend largely on foreign sources 
for its supplies. 

As England under present conditions 
ean not meet the demands of its own 
trade and German dyestuffs are not avail- 
able, the opportunity is most favorable 
for the sale of American aniline dyes in 
France. If the prohibitive tariff of 2 
francs (38.6 cents) per kilo (2.2 poumds) 
placed upon the American products is 
reduced to the basis of 1 franc (19.3 cents) 
per kilo, which under the present tariff 
law was applied to German and English

British and French Add to Embargo 
List. 

The British embargo list contains a pro- 
hibition to all non-allied European des- 
tinations of varnishes and spirit contain- 
ing gum. Vinegar, essence and similar 
preparations containing more than 6 per 
cent. of acetic acid cannot be exported 
to amy destination. 

The French embargo decree of June 4 
abolishes import prohibitions on alcohol 
and instead increases the duty on alcohol 
in general to 450 francs per hectoliter un- 
der the general tariff, but the former rate 
of 8 francs per hectoliter is retained on 
alcohol destined for government use or 
for the use of manufacturers of vinegar, 
chemical and pharmaceutical products, 
varnish and perfumery, provided such in- 
tended use is guaranteed. The old rate is 
also retained in the case of alcohol for the 
manufacture of liqueurs and wines, on 
condition that guaranties to re-export or 
to place in bonded warehouses for re- 
exportation in the form of liqueurs is fur- 
nished. The general duty on liqueurs has 
been increased from 125 to 630 francs per 


Portland Cement Output for 1916 to 
Be Large. 


The first half of 1916 has been a busy 
period for the Portland cement industry 
in most parts of the United States. In 
1914 and 1916 there was a decrease in the 
production of cement, consumers exer- 
cising strict economy in its use, but the 
year 1916 shows a reaction, having opened 
with a demand unprecedented for a mid- 
winter season. Prices, which had aver- 
aged only 8 cents a barrel for the entire 
year 1915, began to rise toward the end of 
that year and in the Eastern and Middle 
States, where cement sold at 7 to 9 
cents a barrel, they continued to rise in 
1916 until, in June, they ranged from $1.10 
to $1.26 a barrel. It is believed that the 
total output of Portland cement for the 
first half of 1916 has considerably exceed- 
S that for the corresponding period of 
vio.

Rose under the law now declared not to 
apply to users of drugs. 

The three to get their freedom are Delia 
Cotter, who was sentenced on March 2 
to serve four months; i. Schoolnick, 
sentenced for six months in February, 
and Victor H. Sprague, sentenced to three 
months on May 2.

The House Committee on Interstate and

First, if it be an imitation of, or offered for 
sale under the name of another article.

The interest of the depart- 
ment officials is centered in the question 
whether the investigations in the rosin in- 
dustry shall be limited to the $5,000 appro- 
priation carried in the agricultural bill 
as it was reported by the Senate Commit- 
tee or whether am allowance of the full 
$10,000 formerly carried is to be made and 
the scope of the investigation increased 
under an amendment proposed by Senator 
Iletcher, of Florida, for having the sub- 
ject of transportatlon included.

INCREASED PRODUCTION OF 
MANGANESE SINCE JANUARY 


Prices Reached Highest Point Re- 
corded in Thirty Years and New 
Producers Entering the Field 
Have Given Promise of the Great- 
est Production Year Since 1901— 
Imports Also Very Large.

There has been increased 
activity among manganese of the 
United States during the first six months 
of 1916. This activity is shown by the 
operation of new mines, the reopening of 
oid mines, and more regular production 
from the mines already active. 

There is a prospect that the production 
for the entire year, according to D. F. 
Hewett, of the United States Geological 
Survey, will greatly exceed that for 1915, 
which was 9,651 tons, the largest since 
191. Several discoveries are reported from 
Arizona, California, Oregon, Utah and 
Virginia, and there are new operators in 
Arkansas, California, New Mexico, Utah 
and Virginia. 

During the first quarter of 1916 the prices 
of all grades cf manganese ore rose rap- 
idly to the highest figures recorded in 30 
years. Prices of @ to 6 cents a unit for 
ore containing 45 to 50 per cent of manga- 
nese and more than 1 per cent of iron 
were freely offered about April 1, and it 
is reported that 70 cents a unit, or $35 a 
ton was paid for several lots. During the 
second yuarter prices remained constant 
at these figures. Large quantities of Bra- 
zilian ore continue to be received, and 
there is a prospect that the imports will 
exceed those for 1915, which were the 
largest on record with the exception of 
one year. 

Several new producers have entered the 
ferromanganese field, and although im- 
ports from England appear to be greater 
than last year, it appears that the domes- 
tic production for 1916 will be the largest 
in the history of the country. Prices for 
ferromanganese for immediate delivery in 
March reached the highest figure ever re- 
corded—% a ton for small lots—and large 
quantities were sold for $350 to $00 a ton. 
For delivery within six months the price 
has remained constant at $175 a ton. Dur- 
ing the second quarter prices receded to 
$350 a ton for immediate delivery. 

As long as the present demand for steel 
continues there is little prospect for 
greatly reduced prices of either manga- 
nese ore or ferromanganese, and even if 
peace is declared during the winter prices 
can scarcely decline to normal for at least 
six months or a year. 

Producers of manganese ore particularly 
should realize that never before for so 
long a period has there been a better op- 








portunity for the profitable mining of 
manganese ore. They should realize also 
that this condition can not continue in- 
definitely.

Clean-Up and Paint-Up Trophy 
Awarded to Malden, Mass. 


The prize cup offered by the New Eng- 
land Clean-Up and Paint-Up Campaign 
Committee to be awarded to the city or 
town in New England conducting the 
most eflicient “clean-up and _ paint-up” 
campaign last spring, has been voted to 
the city of Malden, Mass. Manchester, 
N. H., was given honorable mention. The 
judges were Governor R. H. Spaulding, of

NATURAL COLORS. 


Unusual Interest Aroused in Vege- 
table Substitutes Since War-time 
Searcity of Aniline Products— 
Colors Available for Replacing 
Synthetic Dyes Bring High Prices, 


Since the diminution of output and sup- 
ply of aniline dyestuffs as an incident 
in the trade restrictions forced by the 
European war there has been renewed 
activity among color chemists in their 
search for vegetable substitutes. Natur- 
ally these with available sources of im- 
mediate supply in large quantities are the 
most sought for. In this connection the 
following abstract of the report of the 
technical laboratory, Department of In- 
dustries, at Cawnpore, India, will be found 
of interest:— 

Red Dyes. 


Majith (Rubia cordifolia).—This is an In- 
dian madder, and can very well be used in 
place of alizarin for the production of Tur- 
key red on cotton. Some samples of Ma- 
jith obtained were associated with a yel- 
low coloring matter which had to be sep- 
arated if a bluish shade of red were de- 
sired, Majith jis obtainable in fair quan- 
tities, 

Patang or Sappanwood 
pan).—This yields excellent 
on all fibers, The wood is available in 
small quantities, On cotton, with the help 
of an aluminum mordant, a very large 
range of shades of red were produced, and 
they were found to be very brilliant and 
beautiful,

and $186,095,254 in 1913. According to re- 


ports coming from the neutral countries 
of Europe, Germany's trade with such 
countries has been materially decreased, 
largely as a result of embargo, blockade, 
and contraband restrictions. Naturally 
Germany's foreign trade with the coun- 
tries with which it is at war is at a 
standstill. As a result of shipping ob- 
stacles, only a small part of the usual 
quantities of goods can be imported and 
exported from Germany to Latin-America 
and the Far East. Germany's trade with 
its allies—Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey—may be regarded as approaching 
normal, 


Difficulties of the Fotash Industry. 


The potash syndicate reports that its 
total annual sales for the year 1915 
amounted to 106,000,000 marks ($25,228,000) 
as compared with 155,000,000 marks (336,- 
Sw),000) for 1914 and 192,000,000 marks ($45,- 
69,000) for 1913. If conditions had been 
normal, it is estimated that sales during 
last year would have more than doubled. 
This industry has suffered more than 
most other German industries on account 
of the war. The embargo stopped the 
usual foreign shipments, and the prices 
fixed by the government for the inland 
trade are so low that only small profits 
can be made. ‘The potash interests com- 
plain that during recent years prices have 
decreased, while wages and costs of ma- 
terials have increased. The profits made 
during the war scarcely cover the cost of 
maintenance and production. It is esti- 
mated that the potash industry for the 
year 1914 showed a deficit of 5,500,000 marks 
(31,309,04). Although figures are not avail- 
able for 1915, it can safely be stated that 


the deficit is expected to be even larger 
than that of 1914. It is expected that the

The Chemical Industry. 


The large German chemical industries, 
om account of their adaptability to war 
conditions, were able to declare larger 
dividends than for 1914. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the general conditions of 
the industry are not regarded as being 
unsatisfactory, the aniline color manufac- 
turers, on account of the cutting off of 
the export trade, are not in a favorable 
condition. The prospects, as they ap- 
peared from orders coming in at the close 
of 1915, are expected to improve in 1916. 
Notwithstanding efforts to content them- 
selves with domestic orders, the diminu- 
tion of exports is felt throughout the 
whoie industry. In normal times from 
one-third to one-half of the annual pro- 
duction of the chemical factories, amount- 
ing to about 1,800,000,000 marks (3428,400,000), 
was exported to foreign countries. 

Tne interests of German chemical manu- 
facturers in hostile countries have greatly 
sufferea from the war. For instance, the 
coal-tar color manufacturers are no long- 
er able to safeguard their branches in 
the territories of the countries at war 
with Germany. It has not yet been pos- 
sible to estimate the losses incurred in 
this way. Substitutions for raw materials 
which could not, be imported have been 
of great assistance to chemical manufac- 
turers, particularly artificial rubber, albu- 
men, fertilizers and oil. 

Complete reviews of the assistance that 
the German chemical industry has ren- 
dered in the production of war materials 
and pharmaceutical supplies can not be 
published until after the war for military 
reasons, but it can safely be stated that 


this industry has accomplished a large 
task.

Newfoundland Not Included in 
Canada. 


Postmaster Morgan invites attention to 


the following facts, as there appears to 
be an impression on the part of some 


persons that mail matter for Newtound- 
land is treated in the same manner as 
such matter for Canada:— 

(i) That Newfoundland is not included in 
Camada; (2) that the rate of postage ap- 
plicable to printed matter of all kinds for 
Newfoundland is one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction of two ounces (the 
limit of weight being four pounds six 
ounces in all cases); (3) that letters (the 
domestic rate applies) must be dispatched 
to Newfoundland, whether or not any 
postage is prepaid thereon, and that other 
articles except international parcel-post 
packages must be dispatched if partially 
prepaid, and (4) that all parcel-post pack- 
ages must be accompanied by customs 
declarations fully completed.

A summary of the general results of the 
1914 census of manufactures with respect 
to the fertilizer industry has been issued 
by the Bureau of the Census, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The figures are pre- 
liminary and are subject to such change 
and correction as may become necessary 


upon further examination of the Original 
reports. 


Establishments Reported and Value 
of Products. 


Reports were received from 1,124 fer- 
tilizer establishments in 1914, the total 
products of which for the year were 
valued at $168,388,405. Of these 1,124 estab- 
lishments the principal business of 784 was 
the manufacture of fertilizers, 179 were 
cottonseed-oil mills, 68 were engaged pri- 
marily in the rendering of grease and 
tallow, and 43 in slaughtering and meat 
packing, and the remaining 55 establish- 


ments were distributed among some 16 
industries, such as the manufacture of 
soap, glue, canned fish, bone products, 


fur zoods, and leather goods, which pru- 


duce waste material of fertilizing value. 
The output of fertilizers in 1914 aggre- 

gated 8,414,9%9 net tons, valued at $152,- 

S15,786, consisting of 4,488,505 tons of com- 


plete fertilizers, valued at $97,046,825; 1,116,- 
i39 tons of ammoniated fertilizers, valued 
at $24,344,271; 1,760,290 tons of superphos- 
phates, acid phosphates, and concentrated 
phosphates, valued at $16,146,659, and 1,049,- 
36 tons of other fertilizers, valued at 
$15,279,081. In addition, there were Manu- 
factured for sale other products to the 
value of $15,572,619, including oil, glue, 
grease, bone black, sulphuric acid, chem- 
icals, etc. The value of the fertilizer prod- 
ucts reported by establishments engaged 
primarily in other lines of manufacture 
included above was $15,192,253. 


Comparison With 1909. 


At the census of 1909 there were reported 
S43 establishments—comprising 550 engaged 
primarily in the manufacture of fertil- 
izers and 293 that produced fertilizers as 
a subsidiary product—the output of 
which was Valued at $111,871,481. Of this 
amount, $100,089,971 represented the value 
of 6,618,234 tons of fertilizers and $11,- 
781,510 the value of other preducts. 

The value of all products in 1914 was 
thus $56,516,924, or 50.5 per cent. more tnau 
in 1999: and the output of fertilizers in 
1914 exceeded that in 1909 by 2,796,725 tons, 
or 49.8 per cent., in quantity, and by $2,- 
725,815, or 52.7 per cent., in value. 





Increases in Output. 


The statistics show increases for com- 
plete fertilizers from 3,001,370 tons, valued 
at $53,104,917, in 1909, to 4,488,565 tons, val- 
ued at $97,046,825, in 1914, amounting to 
9.5 per cent. in quantity and 53.9 per 
cent. in value; and for ammoniated fer-

tilizers, from 522,389 tons, valued at $11,- 
004,300, in 1909, to 1,116,739 tons, valued at 
$24,344,271, in 1914, amounting to 113.8 per 
cent. in quantity and 121.2 per cent. in 
value, The production of superphos- 
phates, acid phosphates, and concentrated 
phosphates increased in quantity from 
1,494,097 tons in the earlier year to 1,760,290 
tons in the later, or by 17.8 per cent., but 
decreased in value from $16,458,344 to $16,- 
145,659, or by 1.9 per cent. The out- 
put of other fertilizers increased from 
600,378 tons, valued at $9,522,220, in 1900, to 
1,049,365 tons, valued at $15,279,031, in 1914, 
or by 74.8 per cent, in quantity and 60.5 per 
cent. in value. 





Consumption of Materials. 


The consumption of fertilizer materials 
in 1914 comprised 1,463,278 tons of ammoni- 
ates—tankage, cottonseed meal, fish, etc.— 
costing $31,622,515, in 1914; 2,080,961 tons of 
phosphate rock, costing $11,222,992; 418,191 
tons of bone, including raw, ground and 
steamed bone and bone discard, costing 
$5,410,545; 149,924 tons of ammonia sulphate. 


costing $9,015,163; 25,911 tons of cyananid 
or lime nitrogen, costing $1,176,119; 448,885 


tons of kainit, costing $3,939,263; 529,923 tons 
of potash salts, costing $12,774,113; 162,284 
tons of nitrate of soda, costing $7,511,809; 
615,883 tons of pyrites and sulphur, chiefly 
pyrites, costing $8,632,951, and 16,190 tons of 
basic slag, costing $144,213, and 120,128 tons 
of guano, costing $446,416.

APPEAL TO BE TAKEN IN 
SACCHARIN TEST CASE 


New York Special Session Justices 
Vote Two to 
Health Department 
Prohibiting Use in 
as Sugar Substitute. 
The Court of Special Sessions 

City of New York has entered a 

in the saccharin test case, and by a vote 


of two to one upheld the Board of Health 
regulation prohibiting the use of sacenarin 
in food products, etc. The case itself was

charin instead of sugar. The test was 
made a national one, however, because 


of its probable application in the pending 
litigation to test the powers of the Health 
Denartment in the now well-known pro- 
prietary medicine ordinance case. The lat- 
ter compels the registration of the active 
ingredients and therapeutical properties 
of all proprietary remedies sold in this 
citv—and, in fact, is quite similar to the 
Porto Rico regulation which was printed 
in last week's Reporter. 


In his decision Justice Russell said in 
part:— 
The testimony in this case is very volumi- 


nous and covers about 447 pages of stenographic 
minutes. Eighteen witnesses were examined at 
length, several of whom are _ world-famed 
scientists and eminent in the medical profession 
as food experts. This record, at least, shows 
that there is a difference of opinion among 
those best qualified to judge respecting s 
charin and on the question of excluding s 
charin from foods 
We conclude that section 68 of the Sanitary 
Code and the resolution of the Board of Héalth 
to the effect that foods containing saccharin 
be deemed adulterated were enacted and passed 
in good faith to promote the general welfare 
and safeguard the public health; that they 
Were so passed in pursuance of a reasonable 
exercise of the police power, and that they are 
not obnoxious in any respect to th provisions 
of the Constitution of the United States or the 
Constitution of the State of New York. The 
motions made on behalf of defendant to dis- 
miss the complaint and in arrest of judgment 
are denied, The defendant is adjudged guilty. 
rhe test case on the proprietary meat- 
eine ordinance will not be reached by 
the Appellate Court until October. By 
agreement among counsel for E. Fougera 
& Co., Chas. N. Crittenton Company and 
H. Plantin & Son, who are undertaking 
the fight against the regulation, and the 
Health Department and city representa- 
tives, plaintiffs’ briefs will not be servea 
until July 15, the corporation counsel will 
answer by August 15, and final reply of 
plaintiffs will be submitted September 1. 
While an appeal from the saccharin de- 
cision has been planned, no result can pe 
reached in time to affect the force of the 
ruling by the Court of Special Sessions, 
and it is accepted that the city authori- 
ties will urge it as of governing signin- 
camce upon the formula disclosure-pro- 
prietary medicine ordinance validity test. 
The ordinance was scheduled to go into 
effect December 31, 1915, but its enforce- 
ment has been postponed pending the out- 
come of the validity test case. All of the 
registrations to July 5 (3,394 preparations 
made by 928 manufacturers) comply with 
the requirement of declaring the active 
ingredients of the medicines intended for 
internal use. The information registered 
with the department is held in confidence, 
subjected to the provision that it is open 
to inspection by ‘‘the official custodian o1 
such records in the Department of Health, 
such persons as may be authorized by law 
to inspect such records, and those duly 
authorized to prosecute or enforce the 
Federal statutes, the laws of the State of 
New York, both criminal and _ civil, and 
the ordinances of the city of New York, 
but only for the purpose of such prosecu- 





tion or enforcement. All medicines pre- 
pared. upon physicians’ prescriptions for 
specific patients are exempt from the 


Health Department's ordinance.

The domestic quicksilver industry has 
continued active during the first six 
months of 1916, and the average price for 
the period has been about double the ex- 
ceptionally high average for 
year 1915. 

Figures just compiled by 
States Geological Survey 
total production of quicksilver in the 
United States in 1915 was 21,083 flasks of 
#5 pounds each, having a marketed value 
of 31,826,912, or an average of $86.86 per 
flask. Of this output 14,283 flasks, selling 
for $1,174,881, came from California, and 
the remainder almost entirely from 
fexas and Nevada. 


The actual average sales value for the 
whole country exceeded the average mar- 
ket value in San Francisco—which was 
$85.80 for the year. In 1914 the domestic 
output was 16,548 flasks, valued at $811,68), 
and therefore the production for 1915 
showed an increase of over 27 per cent 
in quantity and 125 per cent in value, 

The increased domestic demand for 
quicksilver in the last 18 months has been 
due mainly to war requirements for ful- 
minate and drugs. Early in 1915 domestic 
stocks began to be drawn upon and pro- 
duction became more active, but as for- 
eign embargoes left the field clear and 
domestic output was unable to meet the 
rapidly increasing call for the metal, 
prices continued to rise throughout the 
year and into the early months of 1916, 
the high mark of $300 a flask being passed 
in February. Naturally every mine and 
prospect became of interest. The reaction 
set in, however, as the high prices drew 
out quicksilver supplies in Mexico and 
elsewhere that had been originally pur- 
chased for amalgamation of gold and sil- 
ver ores, and finally as the British Gov- 
ernment permitted exports to America 
under certain limitations. The average 
monthly domestic price in San Francisco, 
which had climbed from $1.9 in January, 
1915, to $2% in February, 1916, dropped to 
$219 in March, $141.60 in April, $90 in May, 
and about $72 in June. 

The market remains steady and in gen- 
eral highly profitable, and as domestic 
prices have dropped below London quota- 
tions exports rather than imports of the 
metal may be expected. There is prob- 
ably to great quantity of metal stored, 
and consumption is undoubtedly abnor- 
mally large. 

Favorable markets have brought out 
great activity in search for new pros- 
pects, and _ discoveries near Morton, 
Wash., and Beagle, Ore., in 1916 have 
led to some development and construction 
of reduction plants. Also in the Skull 
Valley deposits, Arizona, referred to many 
years ago by W. P. Blake, and at Black 
Pine, Idaho, some activity is reported. 
Many old furnaces have been repaired or 
enlarged in California, Nevada and Texas, 
old workings have been reopened, and 
new discoveries have been developed. 

Very likely the exceptionally high prices 
of the last few months have led to 
gouging and robbing many mines of their 
best ore, amd the average tenor of the 
ore worked by the larger mines during 
the first half of 1916 may prove consider- 
ably below that of*previous years. More- 
over, some mines have undoubtedly passed 
their maximum productivity. These con- 
ditions are probably offset to some extent 
by the fact that more furnace capacity 
is now working on quicksilver ores than 
at any previous time in the history of 
the industry. On the whole the midyear 
outlook is for an output in 1916 fully 
equal to that of 1916.

A etatement has been brought to my atten- 
tion that I am in favor of the so-called Phelan 
amendment to the oil leasing bill. Where the 
warrant comes for such a statement I do not 


konw. The only time that anything like it 
was ever presented to me was when Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Eshelman, of California, 


brought a similar proposal to me, and T told 
him that I would not stand for it. The Phe- 
lan amendment has never been referred to 
me by Congress, nor does any person who ever 
talked with me labor under the delusion that 
I favor it. I am in favor of passing an oil 
leasing bill, however, along the lines of the 
one passed by the House twice in the last two 
years, known as the Ferris bill The difference 
between the Phelan amendment and the provi- 
sions of the Ferris bill is ome of liberality 
in treatment of claimants. 

My position is a matter of record and can 
be found by examining my reports upon the 
measure before Congress and my annual re- 
ports, In my last annual report I express- 
ly stated that I would not ‘‘assume to say what 
policy should be followed as to the naval re- 
serve lands."’ There is no danger of the navy 
being short of oil, for there are nearly 3,000,000 
acres of public oil lands now withdrawn. In- 
cluded therein are two special naval reserves 
which are practically free from adverse claims. 
These contain approximately 130,000,000 barrels 
of oil. 

I have tried to deal with these propositions 
without regard to politics and have had the 
support of such eminent conservationists as 
Mr. Lenroot and Mr. Kent, whose view has 
always been the same as mine, that to keep 
3,000,000 acres of oil land locked up indefinite 
ly, while gasoline is climbing higher, is not 
good sense and plays right into the hands of 
monopoly.

Federal Trade Commission Report

Washington, July 7, 1916. 


Commissioner Harris, of the Federal 
Trade Commission, said in a public state- 
ment this week that the expected report 
of the Federal Trade Commission on 
gasoline, following the long series of 
hearings recently concluded, will be ready 
for presentation within a fortnight, and 
that he expects a cut in the price of gaso- 
line immediately following the submission 
of the commission’s report to Congress. 

Government officials are talking among 
themselves of what they consider an im- 
mediate effect of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission's investigation:—Three months 
ago motor fuel oil was offered at 31% cents 
a gallon, and the bid was rejected. <A 
contract has just been closed for the same 
grade fuel, at the stipulated price of 28% 
cents a gallon, 

The oil men say that with the shrink- 
age of premiums in the field and the 
softening of demand prices for gasoline 
and motor fuel in separated centers the 
reduction is a natural one, and is due vw 
larger supply.

RITTMAN PROCESS PATENT 
AGAIN ANTEDATED. 


Snelling Patent Application for 
Vapor Cracking Process, Filed in 
May, 1913, Held in Interference 
With Rittman Process Filed 
Nearly Two Years Later. 


For the second time within a calendar 
month the Rittman process patent for 
the cracking of vapor as essential to the 
production of gasoline by the vaporiza- 
tion of crude oil has been declared in in- 
terference with other processes, the latest 
inventor to obtain such recognition by 
the Patent Office being Walter O. Snelling, 
of Long Island City. Mr. Snelling’s ap- 
plication was filed on May 19, 1913, while 
the Rittman application was not made 
until May 18, 1915. The Reporter, in its 
issue of June 19, this year, chronicled the 
award of a vapor process patent_to Chas, 
S. Palmer, of Pittsburgh, and dated the 
patent back to March 2, 197, the time 
of original application. 

In commenting upon the later decision 
of the Patent Office. Mr. Snelling made 
the following statement on Thursday :— 


For some months past I have had very good 





reasons to believe that a patent application 
of mine filed over three years ago covered 
the vapor phase principle of ¢ king, as 


claimed for Dr. Rittman by the United States 
Bureau of Mines. 

I have been officially notified by the Tnited 
States Patent Office that my application, S. N. 
.618, had been adjudged in interference with 
the Rittman application, and the Patent Office 
has duly declared an _ interference between 
these applications, as interference No. 39.786 
of April 18, 1916. 

My application was filed on May 19, 1913, 
and Dr. Rittman’s application was filed on 
May 18, 1915. My application covers the vapor 
phase cracking of oils under the range of con- 
ditions claimed by Rittman, and my claims 
cover any such process as is involved in the 
vaporization of an oil, and the cracking of 
the vapors out of the presence of liquid oil, 
under such conditions of temperature and pres- 
sure as are covered by the Rittman work 














In the interference now under way in the 
United States Patent Office, there are several 
other parties than myself and Rittman, but 


all of the parties whom the Patent Office has 
notifiel me are concerned in this interference 
have filing dates later than my own, thus 
making me the senior party to this interfer- 
ence. As already mentioned, my application 
was on file in the Patent Office somewhat over 
one year and eleven months before the appli- 
cation of Dr. Rittman was filed. 

Very large amounts of private capital have 
been invested in vapor phase cracking plants, 
and a large number of innocent parties have 
taken provisional license and have either 
erected plants or have spent large sums of 
money in preliminary plans and experiments 

To properly protect all these interests, and 
also with the desire of assisting the refining 
industry in every way possible in connection 
with increasing the supply of gasoline. T have 
decided, in the event that the decision in the 
interference case is favorable to me, as is at 
present indicated by the very long time that 
my application was in the office prior to the 
application by Rittman for the same claims,

Soya Bean Oil Mills to Close. 


According to the Manshu Nichi-nicht 
Shimbun, the violent fluctuations of the 
silver exchange market are causing con- 
siderable losses to bean-mill operators. 
The price of bean cake, as quoted in 
Parien on May 3, was 1.15 silver yen per 
piece, or about 1.23 gold yen. The price 


at the Fukagawa market, in Tokyo, was 
1.43 gold yen per piece, and exporters 
found that when the freight charges to 


Tokyo (about 35 sen, gold, per piece) were 
added to the Darien market price they 
would be losing several sen on every cake 
shipped to Tokyo. Consequently, the bean- 
cake manufacturers were obliged to await 
a more favorable market, and in the 
meantime the cakes were accumulating in 
the warehouses. By May 5 several minor 
Chinese mills had shut down and the big 
Japanese mills were reducing their out- 
put, because of the unfavorable condi- 
tions. 

On May 31 whereas in ordinary years 
the Darien bean mills do not usually stop 
operations until late in June or July, this 
year they closed down for the summer on 
June 5. This is because of the unpre- 
cedented dullness in the bean-cake trade, 
and although the mills have cut down 
their output almost half, the cakes were 
still being produced faster than the mar- 
ket demanded. In contrast to the Darien 
mills, the bean mills of Mukden, Harhin, 
and Vladivostok, either because of bet- 


ter freight rates or because of the Rus- 
sian Government subsidy, enjoyed rather 
better conditions. 

In spite of the dullness of the seasou, 
the annual balance sheet of the Nisshin 
Bean Mills (cne of the largest bean-oil 
and bean-cake concerns in Darien) shows 
a favorable outcome of the season's busi- 
ness, as the company was able to declare 
a 10 per cent. dividend, give bonuses 
amounting to $7,500 to officers, set aside 
$10.4 for further dividends, and carry 
$12.00 forward te next term, 
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French Chemical Industry Shows 
Increasing Activity Despite 
War Conditions. 


The chemical industry of France was at 
first greatly disturbed by the war con- 
ditions, owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
supplies of raw materials, to the suspen- 
sion of transportation facilities, to tne 
searcity of labor, and to lack of proper 
financial facilities, but during the past 
year great activity was displayed. 

_ Many of the plants are now producing, 
in addition to chemicals, materials for 
explosives, medicines and preparations for 
treatment of the wounded, disinfectants, 
ete. Two perfume manufacturers in a 
southern district have added to their out- 
put the extraction of benzine and toluene 
from commercial benzol. All the caleium 
carbide factories in the valleys of the 
Alps and Pyrenees, in the Haute-Garonne, 


Ariege, etc., have increased their produe- 
tion to the maximum, and some of them 
are making in addition ferrosilicon, The 


manufacturers of pyrotechnica! products 
have more than doubled their personnel. 

The production of chlorine phosphorous 
and nitrie acid greatly increased during 
the vear; in fact, all plants using electro- 
Iy tic were running under full 
pressure. Before the war France im- 
ported large quantities of sulphuric acid, 
but now the output of the old plants, com- 
bined with that of the new factories which 
have beem erected, supplies to a great 
extent the home demand 


The manufacturers of 
products were kept busy throughout the 
year in filling orders for home and tor- 
eign consumption. Notwithstanding the 
many handicaps, it is estimated that the 
trade was about two-thirds of the normal 
volume and value Medicines manufac- 
tured from coal-tar products, such as 
antipyvrine, aspirin, pyramidon, etc., which 
were formerly mostly imported from Ger-

NEW? RECORD EXPECTED IN 
PETROLEUM TO BE MARKETED 


Washington, July 7, 1916. 
Reports from all States by the United 
States Geological Survey indicate that tne 
production of zinc ores in the United 
States in the first six months of 1916 was 
ata rate 25 to 3 per cent. larger than 
that of 1915. 


The shipments of sphalerite concen- 
trates from the Joplin region during the 
first six months of 1916 amounted to about 
180.0 tons, valued at more than $17,000,000, 
as against 296,000 tons, valued at $23,419,000 
for the calendar year 195. The demand 
was not as active during the last month 
©f the year, when the base price for 
concentrates decreased nearly $20 a ton. 
“'nless the base price declines to a point 
which will prevent the mining of lean 
“sheet ground’ the production of zinc 
concentrates from the Joplin region in 
1916 will probably be 60,000 to 70,000 tons 
more than in 1915. 


“The accomplishment of the mining in- 
dustry in the six-month period just com- 
pleted warrants the forecast that 1916 is 
to be a record-breaking year.’’ With this 
statement the Director of the United 
States Geological Survey sums up his of- 
ficial mid-year review of the mimeral in- 
dustry as reported to him by the govern- 
ment geologists and statisticians cover- 
ing the different subjects. Summarizing 
the special reports which are now being 
made public, Director Smith continues 
his review:— 

Drilling activity throughout the oil-pro- 
‘ducing States has brought about a grati- 
fying increase in production of crude oil 
that promises to make 1916 a record year 
for marketed petroleum. Already produc- 
tion and consumption are reported by the 
survey's specialist as essentially in bal- 
ance east of the Rocky Mountains, with 
a tendency to lower prices. 

The Portland cement industry has had 
a busy six months and the manufactur- 
ers are optimistic. It is predicted that 
in both production and shipments of ce- 
ment this year will show a gain over 
last year, if indeed it does not establish 
a new record for cement. 

Among the metals copper is continuing 
the steady increase in production which 
began early last year, and the forecast 
for 1916 indicates not only the largest out- 
put ever known, but also the largest 
profits. 


tn quicksilver the outlook is for a con- 
tinuamte of the output of 1915, which was 
‘the largest for several years. Thus far 
fin 1916 the average price has greatly ex- 
eeeded the 195 prices, and although the 
reaction im prices has come, conditions 
are faverable for steady and profitable 
operation of the quicksilver mines, some. 
of which are newly opened. 

Aritona will maintain first place as a 
“oper producer. New Mexico is continu- 
tig its rapid progress as a metal min- 
‘ng State, with increases in its output 
of lead, copper, zinc. The mines of Colo- 
rado in the six months just past have 
shown some changes in output, as com- 
pared with last year, an increase of 
per cent. in copper is indicated, together 
with small gains in lead and zine. This 
output, however, represents a large gain 
im value of mine production. 

Utah is experiencing an ore production 
im excess of smelter capacity. The value 
©f the 1916 output of copper is expected 
to be double that of last year. Through- 
out Nevada the old term “boom” best 
expresses the present mining revival. Old 
mines are being reopened and regular 
producers are working at full capacity. 
The chief gains in production will be in 
copper, Jead and zine. The increased ac- 
tivity in the mining industry of California 
is finding expression largely in the re- 
opening of mines that have been long idle 
and the opening of new mines for chrome, 
tungsten, manganese, antimony and mag- 
nesite, rail shipments of these ores to the 
East being made possible by prevailing 
high prices. Alaska also is benefiting by 
the increased activity of its mines. Cop- 
per mining is showing great advances, 
and the output of both copper amd gold 
promises to exceed that of last year. 


$57,000,000 Gain in “Waste” Metals 
Received in Year 1915. 


The value of the copper, lead, zinc, tin, 
aluminum, and antimony recovered in the 
United States from scrap metals, skim- 
mings, and drosses in 1915 was $114,304,930, 
against $57,039,706 in 1914, a 100 per cent. 
increase. 

The imperative demand for zinc amd 
copper by munition manufacturers and 
for foreign trade raade spot metal very 
scarce. The incentive of high prices 
caused all metal wastes to be more care- 
fully saved, segregated, and refined. 

The increased output of secondary tin, 
lead, and aluminum, says a _ statement 
issued by the United States Geological 
Survey, was normally to be expected amd 
the proportionally larger increase in the 
recoveries of zine, copper, and antimony 
were due in pa to the foreign demand 
for pig metal or for manufactured goods 
containing the metals named. 

The output of secondary copper, in- 
oluding that in brass and other alloys, was 
196,000 tons in 1915 against 128,000 tons in 
1914. The value of this copper and brass 
umounted to more than $70,000,000. 

The secondary lead recovered in 1915, 
including that in alloys, was nearly 79,000 
tons, an increase of 28,000 tons, a quamtity 
exceeded by the primary domestic output 
o ae three States—Missouri, Idaho and 
‘tah. 

The amount of secondary zinc recov- 
ered in 1915 was 92,57% tons, of which 29,764

tons were recovered by redistillation from 
drosses and skimmings. At least 4,000 tons 
of zine chloride and 46,000 tons of litho- 
pome were manufactured. The zinc used 
in these products is derived mainly from 
zine drosses and skimmings. 

The output of secondary tin increased 
from 12,447 tons in 1914 to 13,640 tons in 
1916 and was equal to % per cent. of the 
tin imported as metal or as oxide into the 
United States. 


The average price of antimony was ab- 
narmally high and the secondary recov- 
eries in 1915 amounted to 3,102 tons, valued 
at $1,811,568, an increase in quantity of 
355 tons and in value of about $1,367,000. 

Aluminum was both scarce and very 
high priced the later part of 1915 and the 
secondary metal recovered, 8,500 tons, was 
valued at $5,802,000. 


Big Mining Revival in Nevada. 


Puring the last six months the mining 
industry in Nevada has experienced one 
of its greatest revivals. The production 
of ore containing lead has been greater 
than im recent years, principally from 
Pioche, Goodsprings and Eureka. Ely 
produces most of the copper, and at the 
rate of production for the last six months 


will yield 92,000,000 pounds of the metal 
in 1916. Deposits of zinc ore have been 
opened in Elko county, where about 0 
tons is being produced and shipped to 
Eastern markets every month. In Clark 
county, around Goodsprings, about 2,800 


tons of oxidized zine ore was shipped in 
May and as much during the previous 
month. The copper output has been in- 
creased more than 50) per cent. 


Alaska Mine Output Will Establish 
New Record. 


The Alaska mining industry will have a 
very prosperous year in 1916. Copper 
mining will probably show the greatest 
advances. About fifteen Alaska copper 
mines are now shipping ore, and devel- 
opments are being pushed on others. 
There is every reason to believe, there- 
fore, that the Alaska copper output for 
1916 will be greater than that for any 
previous year. The shipment of antimony 
from Alaska is continuing, and some 
tungsten ores have already been shipped 
from the Fairbanks district. 





Copper, Lead and Zinc Production 
Increase in Montana. 


‘The unusually high prices of metals in 
1916 have stimulated mining to a marked 


degree in Montana, especially at Lutte. 
The production of copper has been in- 


creased toward the middle of the year by 
both the Anaconda and East Butte com- 
panies, amd the gain indicates that the 
output for the year may be 350,000,000 
pounds, against 275,000,000 pounds in 1915. 
An increase of about 30 per cent. in the 
output of zine during the year is indi- 
cated. For the first quarter of 1916 the 
Butte and Superior mine produced nearly 
48,000,000 pounds of gross zine in concen- 
trates, or at the rate of 192,000,000 pounds 
a year. The Elm Orlu mine has also in- 
ereased shipments of zine concentrates to 
about 5,000 tons a month and may in- 
crease this rate. The lead production wil! 
probably be increased because of the great 
amount of concentrates derived from 
lead-zine ores. 


Mining Active in Washington. 


The mines of Washington for the first 
six months of 1916 promised increased pro- 
duction of zinc ore, lead ore and of cop- 
per. 





Lead and Zinc Mine Operations 
Active in Idaho. 


Lead shipments in Idaho are being made 
at the rate of about 360,000,000 pounds a 
year. The mines of the Coeur d'Alene 
region are shipping lead ore and concen- 
trates at the rate of over 30,000 tons a 
month, and zinc material at the rate of 
over §,000 tons a month. The Hercules 
ore and concentrates are treated at the 
plant at Northport, Wash., where two 
lead furnaces are in operation and two 
more are to be built. Preparations are 
also being made to build a lead plant at 
Kellogg. New mills are being constructed 
for tne Ray Jefferson, Hypotheek and 
Idaho Continental, and one is planned for 
the Tamarack and Custer. 

Shipments of crude zinc ore and concen- 
trate indicate a good increase in the out- 
put over that of 1915. The Consolidated 
interstate and Callahan shipped over 15,- 
a tons of zinc material during the first 
quarter of 1916, a figure that indicates 
a rate of more than 51,000,000 pounds of 
spelter a year for that mine alone.

Large Lead and Copper Output by 
Utah Mines Predicted. 


At the present rate of output, fully 
000,000 pounds of copper will be produced 
by Utah in 1916. Zinc production 
from sulphide concentrate and oxidized 
and sulphide ores will not largely exceed 
the 1915 output of 22,000,000 pounds, esti- 
mated as spelter. Among the metallur- 
gical improvements is the establishment 
of sulphuric acid works at Garfield and 
the prospect for treating lower-grade cop- 
per ores by leaching. 
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Record Production for 
Mines in 1916. 


If the mines and smelters of Arizona 
continue to work at the present rate dur- 
ing the yvear they will make an output 
of over 690,000,000 pounds of copper, against 
about 450,000,000 in 1915, according to the 
United States Geological Survey. A cor- 
responding increase in lead and zine will 
make the total value of the output in 1916 
nearly double that of 1915, which was 
valued at $11,752,562.

ESTER GUMS OR ARTIFICIAL

Mechanical Stirring Device. 


A considerable improvement in the 
preparation of rosin esters was made by 
the introduction of a mechanical stirring 
device. This afforded the agitating effect 
of the gases without the drawback of ex- 
cessive volatilization of glycerine. To re- 
duce further the loss of glycerine a reflux 
condenser was used. Products were ob- 
tained in some of the tests having an acid 
number as low as 6 or 7. It may be stated, 
however, that the products having such 
a low acid number were generally darker 
in color. 











In each of the following runs ®™ parts 
by weight of rosin and 8 parts of glyc- 
erine were employed. The yield in each 
case was about parts of ester. The 
acid number of the rosin employed was 
156.

It was found that under ordinary con- 
ditions ethyl alcohol, phenol, cresol, ani- 
line and alpha and beta napthyvlamine 
sugar, starch and glucose did not react 
with the rosin to form neutral product. 
Experiments carried out with sugar, gly- 


cerine and starch under pressure in the 
presence of a water-absorbing adjacent 
layer of unslaked lime similarly save 
negative results. For example, 1 parts 


of rosin and 15 parts of crystallized dex- 
trose reduced to a fine powder and intl- 


mately mixed were placed in an open 
container surrounded by umslaked [ime 
heated in an autoclave at 43° C., fer 3 
hours. The pressure did not rise above 3 
atmospheres. The final product consisted 
of unchanged rosin, the acid number of 
which was 145.6, while the dextrose was 
completely converted into a carbonaceous 
mass. Aniline and alpha and beta nap- 
thylamine when heated with rosin under 


pressure likewise gave negative results. 

According to Hibbert the condensation 
of polyhydric alcohols is facilitated by 
the presence of iodine. Tests carried out 
on the rate of formation of rosin ester of 
glycerine in the presence of small quan- 
tities of iodine did not disclose any bene- 
ficial result. 


Color of the Ester. 


The production of rosin esters meeting 
the requirements of varnish manufacture 
as regards lightness of color is a matter 
of some difficulty, as the resin discolors 
rather rapidly when exposed to air or 
oxygen at the high temperature required 
for esterification. Im consequence it is 
desirable to maintain an atmosphere of 
an inert gas over the esterifying material 
during the progress of the reaction and 
while cooling. Once an ester has become 
discolored by oxidation it is extremely 
difficult to better the color by bleaching 
operations. Small scale experiments car- 
ried out to determine the effect of vari- 
ous bleaching agents such as bone-black, 
fuller’s earth and sulfur dioxide showed 
the coloring matter of the ester to be 
practically unaffected by these agents. 

In some of our experimental work we 


used aie kettle fitted with a tight 
cover and stirrer mounted on a varnish 
kettle truck carrying a countershaft. The 


stirring device was operated by a motor 
The kettle could be readily moved on and 
off the fire without affecting the operation 
of the stirrer. This apparatus proved very 
convenient to handle. 


Determination of the Acid Number 
of Rosin Esters. 


One gram of the ester is dissolved in 
2 cc. of bemzol or ether and the solution 
is titrated with N/10 alcoholic caustic pot- 


ash, using phenolphthalein as an _ indi- 
cator. 

Rosin Anhydrides. 
What appears to be the anhydride of 


rosin acids is readily obtained by passing 
an inert gas through the rosin at 300° C 
The anhydride is soluble in organic sol- 
vents such as alcohol, ether, bemzol, but it 
differs from ordinary rosin in its behavior 
towards aqueous alkali. Rosin dissolved 
in benzol or ether shaken with a cold 
aqueous solution of caustic alkali readily 
reacts with the latter with a formation 
of rosin sOap. The anhydride of rosin 
under the same conditions remains unaf- 
fected or but slowly affected. This gives 
a simple rough method for the deter- 
mination of the “anhydride content’ of 
rosin. The procedure consists in dissolv- 
ing a definite quantity of the materials 
in benzol or ether amd titrating the solu- 
tion with aqueous caustic potash or soda 
solution, stirring the mixture vigorously 
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after each addition of alkali and using 
phenolphthalein as an indicator. Toward 
caustic potash dissolved in alcohol, rosin 
and the anhydride of rosin behave alike.

Common rosin of normal acid number 
was heated at about 300° C. until its acid 
number, determined by titration with 
alcoholic potash solution the acid num- 


ber was found to be but slightly re- 
duced. As the anhydride thus appears to 
have a greater degre of resistance to 


alkalies than the original resin acid, a 
series of “‘livering’’ tests were carried 
out with a considerable number of basic 
pigments. The results showed the anhy- 
dride to be capable of combination with 
such pigments causing thickening of the 
mixtures. 


Properties of Ester Gum. 


An ester gum made from a good grade 
of rasin and glycerine when properly 
prepared should hve a light amber color 
or pale straw color, should be bright 
and clear, with freedom from tackiness. 
It should not contain an excess of cly- 
cerine, and should dissolva readily in 
benzime or turpentine. A solution of equal 
parts of the latter and the ester gum 
should remain clear on standing. Rosin 
ester is practically insoluble in % per cent 
aleohol and should be substantially un- 
affected by a 10 per cent. solution of so- 
dium carbonate. Even boiling aqueous 
solutions of sodium carbonate should have 
little or no immediate effect. The ester 
= should be free from burnt or tarry 
odor. 

Dammar Gum, 


A mixture of 6 parts dammer gum 
and 6 parts of glycerine was heated for 
one-half hour under agitation at 20° C. 
The acid number of the gum dammer fell 
from 39 to 12.5. The final product was 
dark in color. 


Copal Gums. 


The esterification of the copals is a far 
more difficult problem than that Involved 
in producing the esters of rosin. The 
copals normally are insoluble in the ordi- 
nary solvents of the varnish industry and 
require to be cracked by protracted heat- 
ing at high temperatures until they be- 
come soluble, It is posisble to esterify 
the raw resin or to crack it and esterify 
the cracked product. It is commonly 
thought by varnish makers that after an 
ester of glycerine has been formed it 
should not be subjected to protracted 
heating because of the tendency of de- 
composition with loss of glycerine. Our 
observations have shown that a number 
of the esters are very stable at high tem- 
peratures, and contrary to the prevailing 
idea that glycerine is not lost by heatina 
in this manner. The esterification of copa. 
zum with glycerine and subsequent treat- 
ment at a cracking heat is, however, 
sometimes prejudicial to the color of the 
preformed ester and usually it is desir- 
able to crack the product first and then 
esterify the soluble resin so formed. Great 
care, however, has to be taken in ester- 
ifving this product to regulate the tem- 
perature properly, as infusible products 
may be formed. For example, Congo 
gum was run at 327° C. («° F.) until 
luble in turpentine, and was then treat- 
ed with glycerine. Reaction took place 
readily, vielding a spongy product which 
could not be fused even on heating to 
over #@° C. (700 F.). On cooling, a por- 
ous resinous mas was obtained. 


Pontianak Copal. 


parts by weight of fused gum and 
& parts of glycerine were heated for 6 
hours at 260-280° C. under constant agita 
tion. The acid number fell from 74 to “#& 
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Congo Gum. 


100 parts of fused or cracked Congo gum 
and 5 parts of glycerine were heated for 
4 hours at %0-260° C. with stirring. The 
acid number fell from 72 to 16. 


Summary. 


1—The method of preparing rosin esters 
was reduced to simplest terms. Esters 
were prepared from rosin and glycerine 
having an acid number as low as 6 or 7, 
which were as a rule darker tn color than 
the rosin employed. Esters were pre 
pared whose acid numbers lay between 
13 and 13.5 which were good in color. 

2—Ethyl! alcohol, phenol, cresol, aniline 
alpha and beta naphthylamine, sugar, 
starch and dextrose did not combine with 
the rosin to form neutral substances under 
ordinary conditions. Aromatic amino 
compounds did not combine with the rosin 
in presence of dehydrating agents even 
under considerable pressure. 

3—Bone-black, fuller’s earth and sulfur 
dioxide had no beneficial effect on the 
color of rosin esters. 

4—A qualitative and quantitative method 
for determiming rosin anhydrides in the 
presence of rosin acids and rosin esters 
was studied. 

6—Congo gum, pontianak gum and dam- 
mar gum were esterified with glycerine 
to a greater or lesser degree. Copal gums 
which had been cracked and rendered 
soluble in varnish makers’ solvents were 
found to esterify readily. 
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Copper Mining Active in California. 


in California has been 
very active in 1916, owing to the high 
price of the metal. The larger companies 
have increased miners’ wages in the 
form of a bonus, while electrolytic cop- 
per sells at 20 cents a pound or over. A 
number of new copper properties have 
been opened in Trinity, Siskiyou, Plumas, 
Madera and other northern counties, as 
well as in several fo the southern coun- 
ties of the State. The Engels Copper 
Company in Plumas county is using the 
flotation process to concentrate its ore be- 
fore shipment to Nevada smelters. The 
Calaveras Copper Company, near Copper- 
opolis, has increased the capacity of its 
flotation plant. The Bunker Hill copper 
mime, near Auburn, Placer county, which 
shipped ore to Swansea, Wales, fifty-two 
years ago and has since been idle, has 
been reopened this year.

Between Minneapolis and Du- 
luth about 100,000 bushels more seed was

In view of the fact that the 
oil and cake market is very favorable this 
continued liberal movement is a boom to 
the crushers, most of them depending 
largely on what seed they can pick up 
in the spot market to keep up with their 
day to day requirements. Two of the 
crushing companies were the chief buyers 
during the week. p 
There was a good demand for the choice 
seed this past week and there seemed to 
be a greater proportion of desirable stuff 
among the daily offerings. ‘The movement 
of spring threshed seed has dwindled some 
lately. A number of cars of Montana seed 
arrived here and there was a scattering 
movement of Canadian, most of the latter 
being applied on sales made to arrive 
Fresh offerings of Canadian seed réported, 
but it is held at a comparative level that 
local crushers do not care to reach, espe- 
cially as there is an ample supply of 
domestic seed at hand to take care of 


their wants. . ’ 
‘There were liberal deliveries of seed 
Duluth July contracts, but so 


made on ) 
far none of it has been put in transit for 


this market. A large crushing company 
with Eastern mills is credited with tak- 
ing the bulk of the deliveries and none 
of the stuff they accepted is likely to 
come this way. If the other crushers got 
some seed om contracts they will probably 
ship it when there is need of it here. 

Elevator stocks locally decreased mod- 
erately, but the increase in Duluth stocks 
more than offset. Local private stocks 
continued to decrease. 

Crop advices from the Northwest are 
very favorable. All small grains are very 
thrifty because of the plentiful moisture 
and cool weather a little earlier and now 
the plants are growing rapidly with high 
temperatures. It is beginning to be sensed 
here that there was a much larger in- 
erease in the acreage in some sections 
than was earlier estimated. . 

Otferings of domestic seed to arrive are 
very light because of the discount under 
spot values that prevail. Shippers would 
rather put their stuff in transit and take 
a chance on the spot market. As a rule 
less than car lots are being sold on the 
to arrive basis, lots that are too small 
to hedge readily or conveniently. 

No. 1 seed on spot quoted at Sc. under to 
le, over Duluth July price, according to 
quality, to arrive at spot price to Ic. less. 
No. 2 seed quoted at 2@5c. under and no 
grade at 5@12c. under. 

LINSEED OIL 

The tone of the market is firm and there 
is a pretty good business doing in spot. 
Buyers in quite a bit of territory are pick- 
ing up moderate sized lots as supplies 
are needed and this trade in, in total, is 
running better than seasonal averages. 
Shipping directions are prompt and cars 
are quite plentiful. Most everything 
favors the crushers at the moment. Most 
of the business concerns shipment at 
once or between now and the last of 
October. New crop trade is limited and 
some of the crushers are not at all anxi- 
ous to book far deferred contracts, even 
though they are able to get round prices 
for their cake. It looks like some of the 
erushers had sold about as much oil and 
cake for November and December ship- 
ment as they really cared too and are 
laying back. Last year most of the 
crushers sold cake a little too freely and 
came very near having to default on their 
contracts. The lesson is too fresh in 
their minds to ignore this year and nat- 
urally they are going a little slower, espe- 
cially as the crop is a little behind time. 
Spot-October oil quoted at 59@60c. Crush- 
ers are not quoting deferred or new crop 
oil freely. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

The tone of the market is very strong, 
not because of the keen demand, but be- 
cause of the high prices bid for cake. 
Sales are scattering and unimportant in 
total, buyers not showing a great deal 
of interest at the advance. Pasturage is 
excellent throughout the territory usually 
served by local mills and millfeed is cheap 
and plentiful. Im fact the general situa- 
tion is not very favorable for trading at 
present and the crushers are not in a 
position to give any particular attention 
to the meal trade. Considerable cake has 
been sold for prompt shipment and there 
is no need to drum up meal trade, though 
quotations are available on the cake basis. 
There are some contracts maturing and 
this is taking some of the daily output of 
by-product. As long as there are orders 
will be no 


for cake on hand there pres- 
sure on the meal market and mianufac- 
turers are indifferent fresh meal trade 


for the nonce. Quotations range from $30 
upward. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

There was a steady inquiry for oil cake 
for export, both for prompt and deferred 
shipment and the tone of the market was 
stronger. Most of the business is being 
done with Eastern exporters and_ ship- 
ment is peing made from North and South 
Atlantic ports. There is quite an urgent 
demand for prompt deliveries and the 
output is put in transit promptly. Hol- 
land and Scandinavian countries are tak- 


ing the bulk of the offerings, but Occa- 
sionally a lot is sold to a United King- 
dom buyer. The interest shown in fall 


and winter cake is good, but crushers are 
going slow on selling for early fall de- 


livery owing to their experience of last 
year. On the other hand oceam freights 
are becoming dearer and room is not as 
liberal as it was a week or so ago. How- 
ever, the freight situation has not been 
a large factor in the situation as yet. 
Prices are quoted around $32, Minneapolis.

During the past two weeks flax has been 
growing stronger in this market, and fol- 
lowing a three days’ rest, today was 
marked by one of the strongest conditions 
in the seed in a long time. Crushers 
were in the market and taking whatever 
offered, but there were not many offer- 
ings. It is pretty well established that 
dealers are in a condition now where they 
have to come into the market for sup- 
plies, and that this condition will increase 
instead of diminish for some time. This, 
together with the prospect for another 
small yield of the seed, is likely to cause 
some pretty strong and well sustained ad- 
vances for some time. 

‘The opinion among dealers here is grow- 
ing that if the flax yield of this year 
breaks even with that of last, which was 
a very short yield, by the way, it will be 
doing well. New breakings are not as 
numerous or extensive as they were sup- 
posed to be, according to word carried 
back here by observers, and a great deal 
of the seed planted on old ground has 
been stubbled in. In the latter condition, 
of course, almost flawless weather must 
be had to guarantee any decent kind 0° 
production, and the brand that has been 
prevailing has been fair—but what of the 
future? 

September was more in demand today 
than any of the other futures, but all the 
distant futures were better than July, 
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which, however, showed good _ strong 
qualities and was actively bid for. The 
general impression is that the distant fu- 
tures are going to bring big money, when 
the truth becomes known about the new 
crop, 

It is likely that a cargo or two will go 
Kast from Duluth within a week, which 
will be something new; for the movement 
all spring and summer has been prac- 
tically ml.

Saturday Noon, July 8, 1916, 


One of the features of the week in the 
paint market was the issuing of the 
first report on the flax crop of this sea- 


son. This report is referred to else- 
where in this issue. As is usual with 
these reports, a bullish or bearish in- 


terpretation may be taken according to 
the individual. The report, however, is 
of importance in the paint trade, as it 
gives the first figures on acreage and 
makes it possible to form some opinion 
of the crop, even though the growing 
season is still in the future. Another 
feature of the week was the lowering 
of prices for pig lead, but the latter 
is not important when it is con- 
sidered that the decline was merely to 
place the price more on an actual trad- 
ing basis, as the 7c. per pound level has 
been nominal for some time. Lithopone 
is another important material which is 
offered on terms more favorable to 
buyers, and some good business is re- 
ported to have gone through recently. 
The color market is still in an unfavor- 
able position, and offerings of many se- 
lections are limited. Some bearish re- 
ports have been circulated regarding 
soya bean oil, but this has not resulted 


so 


in any material declines in the spot 
market, and at the close quotations 
were firm. China wood oil also is firm 


on spot, but futures are offered consid- 
erably under the spot price. Casein is 
reported to be easier, but this is not in- 
dicated by any drop in prices and, 
judging from quotations, the market is 
pretty steady. A review of the linseed 
vil and naval markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 
on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The market was feat- 
ured by a decline in the official price 
during the week. The quotation was 
nominally held at 7c. per pound, and 
Was reduced to 6%c. per pound, which 
makes the price more in line with act- 
ual sales. There were offers at 6.40c. 
per pound. At St. Louis lead is quoted 
at 64c. per pound. Lead ore at Top- 
lin is quoted at $77.50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 


stores 


ATE).—The decline of %ec. per pound 
in the price of the metal was without 
effect on the pigments. As a matter 
of fact the lower price for the metal 
has been in effect by independent 
dealers for some time. Some of the 
largest factors in the trade have gone 
on record recently as advising against 


any immediate decline in the price of 
the pigments. The situation has not 


yet become normal, for most producers 
of white lead will take orders ahead 
only for a restricted period. Dry basic 
carbonate is quoted at 8%c. per pound 
und white lead in oil at 9%c. per 
pound. These are the lowest prices 
quoted and refer only to large lots, as 
higher quotations are operative on 
smaller amounts. 

WHITE LEAD 
PHATE).—There was no change in 
conditions surrounding this material 
during the interval. The market is on 
a firm foundation, but the _ situation 
has improved to the extent that or- 
ders will be accepted for July-August 
deliveries, whereas a short time ago 
trading was restricted to the _ spot 
market. Prices are well maintained 
at 8%c. per pound for round lots, 
which is also the price asked fur dry 
basic carbonate. 

RED LEAD.—Demand for this ma- 
terial is of seasonable proportions and 
prices are holding at levels previously 


(BASIC SUL- 


quoted. Dry red lead is held at an 
inside figure of 9%c. per pound and 
upwards, according to quantity. De- 


mand is keeping pace with the output 
and there are no surplus stocks to de- 
press the market. The same condition 
holds true with regard to red lead in 
oil, and the lowest price of sellers is 
10%c. per pound. There is a good job- 
bing demand for smaller lots, and on 
these the figures vary according to 
quantity. 

LITHARGE.—Withdrawals are _ be- 
ing made steadily against old orders 
and this keeps stocks at a low point. 
There is no especial feature to the 
market at present outside of the 
steadiness with which prices are main- 
tained. Sellers are quoting 94c. per 
pound for round lots, and, while this 
price does not apply to smaller quan- 
tities, there is not much demand for 
the latter. 

ORANGE MINERAL. — While the 
market was not active this week, there 
was no indication of any recession in 
values and the best price quoted is 
still 12c. per pound, with some sellers 
refusing to do business under 12%c. 
There are some reports that different 
grades of orange mineral are on the 
market, but the above quotations ap- 
ply to high grade. 

SPELTER.—Reports were heard late 





in the week to the effect that spelter 
had sold for late July delivery at 8c. 
per pound. The market is quoted at 
9c. per pound on spot. Zine ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $55@85 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—With prices for both 
ordinary zine oxide and French process 
zine oxide established for the next six 
months and three months, respectively, 
there is nothing new to report in the 
way of prices. It is noted that spelter 
was easier this week, and this leads to 
hopes of a lower market for French 
process zine oxide over the last quarter 
of the year, but no immediate effects 
are expected. Current quotations for 
French process zinc oxide are as fol- 
lows:—Red seal, 16c. per pound; green 
seal, 16%c. per pound, and white seal, 
l7c. per pound. These prices apply on 
car lots and on less than car lots the 
prices are advanced ec. per pound, re- 
spectively. Above quotations are based 
on shipments in barrels f.

DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 

Fair demand is reported for mineral 
blacks, prices of which vary according 
to grade, with the inside figure at $20 
per ton and the quotation ranging up 
to $30 per ton. There is good interest 
in lamp black, with various trades in 
the market for supplies. Prices are 
firm, as some producers have about all 
they can do to take care of their con- 
tracts and offerings in the spot market 
are thus limited. Quotations are hold- 
img at 12@18c. per pound. Carbon 
gas black is in a similar position to 
lamp black, and quotations are pretty 


steady at 14@20c. per pound Pow- 
dered bone black is quoted at 4@8c. 
per pound, and drop black at 7@l12c. 
per pound, 

BLUES. 


Malori blue is little better than nom- 
inal in the market, and this is true of 
foreign grades of Prussian blue. Do- 
mestic Prussian blue is quoted at dif- 
ferent prices, with some distinction ac- 
cording to grade. Some reports say 
that futures have been offered at $1.50 
per pound, with spot material at $1.80 
@$2.25. Ultramarine blues are passing 
freely on contracts, but the spot market 
is regulated by the scarcity of offerings 
and prices are high accordingly.

BROWNS. 


A steady call has existed for some 
time for sienna and umber, and prices

The local oil market was quiet for 
the greater part of the week, but after 


the flax report was made public on 
Friday prices began to stiffen. In the 
early part of the period 63c. per gal- 
lon was an easy price for car lots. 
This price was maintained through 
Friday by some sellers, but in other 
quarters 64c. was held as an inside 


price after the government report ap- 
peared. On Saturday both seed and 
oil responded to the bullish effects of 
the report and 64c. was the best price 
quoted for car lots and some sellers 
were not looking for business under 
66c. Offers at 64c. were not regarded 
as very firm, since the tone was 
strong and advances were predicted 
to take effect at any moment. The 
strength in the market followed as a 
result of the estimate of the flax yield 
this year and as the outlook was gen- 
erally regarded to be bullish prices 
for oil were not slow to respond. Con- 
sumers of oil began to show more in- 
terest when they had time to study the 
crop report, but in the early part of 
the week demand for oil was slow and 
featureless. Spot prices are quoted for 
deliveries over the next two months, 


but at the close there was a tendency 
on the part of sellers to go slow in 
quoting on anything except spot and 


prompt oil. 

The government report indicates a 
probable yield of 14,000,000 bushels pro- 
duced on an area of 1,591,000 acres. 
Yield per acre as judged by conditions 


existing on July 1 is placed at 9.1 
bushels and the condition of the crop 
at 90.3 per cent. In every respect but 


the report is disappointing 
who looked for a big increase 
over the crop of last year. While con- 
dition might be maintained at high 
standards through the season and thus 
bring up the yield per acre, it must 
be remembered that in practically all 
cases the acreage figures have been 
smaller in the final estimates of the 
year than in the earlier estimates. 
Hence it is logical to look for a de- 
cline in that direction for the present 
crop and in that contingency the final 
yield of seed is more probable to be 
under than above the first estimated 
total. Seed prices opened stronger on 
Saturday, thus showing that the crop 
news had been generally interpreted as

bullish. Argentine shipments this 
week were very small and amounted 
to but 171,000 bushels, of which 82,000

CHINA WOOD OIL.—No_ develop- 
ments were reported during the week 
in the market for wood oil.

CORN OIL.—There were no further 
price changes in the market for corn 
oil. The demand for crude corn oil 
was quiet, but with stocks not burden- 
some, quotations were nominally un- 
changed on the basis of $8.41@8.51 per 
100 pounds, in cooperage, car lots. The 
low position of competing oils tends to 
weaken the ideas of consumers of 
crude. Refined corn oil held fairly 
steady in sympathy with cottonseed 
oil. Leading producers maintained 
prices on the basis of $10.41 per 100 
pounds, in cooperage, car lots.

That the demand is expected to forge 
ahead rapidly with the establishment 
of something resembling settled 
weather is indicated by the redoubled 
efforts of refiners of crude and other 
oil producers to establish casing head 


plants throughout nearly all the pro- 
ducing districts. 

Local prices for gasoline are still 
based on the 27 cent wholesale rate, 
with garage prices’ proportionately 
higher, depending upon the location of 
the garage and other influencing fac- 
tors. 

Illuminating oil clearances during 
the past week amounted to 3,741,205 
gallons, as compared with _ 6,371,990 
gallons for the previous week.

1,000-foot sand, estimated at 10,000,000 feet, 
giving further evidence of like conditions, and 
Strengthening the conviction that a new pool 
of oil has been discovered at least ten miles 
distant from present production. As it is the 
first well drilled in this territory, the con- 
tractors are necessarily feeling their way very 
carefully, and frequent tests are being made 
in order to avoid passing the oil sand and 
going into the salt water, Rotary rigs are 
used entirely in this territory, and in bailing 
out the well, preparatory to drilling in, con- 
siderable oil was brought up, quite covering the 
pit, and drawing hundreds of visitors to the 
scene of development. A previous showing of 
oil in the Carthage well, 12 miles further south, 
adds interest to the new discovery and lease 
men for the various companies and independ- 
ent operators have been busily engaged in get- 
ting control of all land in the vicinity of the 
well and for several miles distant. The exact 
capacity of the new well will not be known 
for several days, but whether it is large 
or small, sufficient indications of oil have al- 


ready been found to warrant further develop- 
ment, which it is hoped will result in a val- 
uable extension of the North Louisiana and 


Texas fields. 

Resumption of activity in Caddo parish, af- 
ter a long period of general depression, has 
resulted in at least one important extension 
of the old Caddo field, with several other pos- 
sible additions in sight. Hitherto, operations 
in the Mooringsport district have been con- 
fined almost entirely to the territory north 
of Ferry Lake, and it is only recently that the 
completion of an 800-barrel well by the Ama- 
teur Oil Company, south of the lake, caused a 
rush of activity to this vicinity, which has 
resulted in the compietion of six or eight wells 
having an initial production of more than 200 
barrels and many smaller ones, producing be- 
tween ) and 100 barrels. <A rich pool has also 
been found in the headland just across the lake 
from Mooringsport, the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany completing two wells last week on its 
Ferry Lake lease, one making SOO and the other

A 
proposition to pipe this gas to Houston is well 
under way and practically financed by the 
Potter Palmer interests, of Chicago, but such 


an undertaking would take at least two years 
to realize, and in the meantime, it is’ still 
hoped that an oll field will yet be developed 
somewhere in the vicinity. The only result of

A re view of the high-grade petroleum fields

Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, for the week shows but a slight change 


from previous work done dvring the past 
couple of months. There is not near as much 
work under way throughout the petroleum 


fields as one would think at prevailing prices, 


but there is a reason for it, and a good one, 
especially to those that havi heavy invest- 
ments in production. Oil men are very opti- 


mistic just at this time, as they feel as though 
no one can tell the outcome of prices, and 
many look for a sudden drop in price owing 
to the stocks increasing each month, The 
stocks are not what could be called increasing 
in an alarming way, but tie new wells finished 
from day to day more than offset the decline of 
the old wells, and with no market for many 
of the products of oil, makes things look rather 
on a gloomy order. As far as gasoline is con- 
cerned the trade is unable to get a supply 
that will cause a decline in the price of that 
particular by-product, and engine oil is also in 
good demand, but many of the other products 
have but little sales and to get a profit from 
the refining industry the refiner must have a 
ready market for the greater portion of the 
products, otherwise the business goes on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 

The supposition among those not familiar 
with the gigantic industry is that all a refiner 
has to do is to buy the crude oi] from the wells 
and take out the gasoline, kerosene and the 
best grade of lubricants and then throw away 
the balance, receiving enovgh money to make 
a good dividend, but this is a mistake, as the 
three products will hardly pay for the crude

payment by the Pan-American of $8,017,753 to 
the former company. The Southern Oilfields 
controls the Mexican Petroleum Company, 
Ltd., which has several subsidiaries, chief of 
which is the Huasteca_ Petroleum Company. 
The money has been distributed among the 
stockholders and is spoken of as a dividend 
but is more properly a liquidation of assets 
of the corporation. This action confirms the 
long talked-of activity of this gigantic cor- 
poration and shows that there is real money 
back of its formation. 

The Pan-American now owns, besides a con- 
trolling share of the stock of the Mexican 


Petroleum Company, all the stock of the Buena 
Petroleum Company with its properties in 
Midway, Ind., more than 20,000 acres in Texas 
and all the stock of the Petroleum Transport 
Company, the shipping department of the 
Mexican Petroleum interests. For the develop- 
ment of these properties the sum of $3,750,000 
was paid into the treasury of the Pan-Ameri- 


can by the New York bankers who are back- 
ing the big company financially. 
The Pan-American has taken rapid steps 


since its organization and should become a big 
operator not only in California but in the 
United States. It owns its American proper- 
ties outright, while of the Mexican holdings it 
has only control. In the shipping interests of 
the Pan-American some $16,000,000 is now in- 
vested; 21 ships are under construction at this 
date. 


For the acquisition of the control of the 
Mexican Petroleum the Pan-American issued 
$10,000,000 in preferred stock, all of which has 
been sold, 90 per cent. of it in Los Angeles. 
There still remains a large minority interest 
in the Mexican Petroleum, while there is still 
a balance of a few hundred thousand dollars 


to be paid to the Southern Oilfields Company 
before the settlement is complete.

The productive area of Eastern Kentucky's 
fie has been greatly widened by strikes dur- 
ing the past few weeks, it now being apparent 
that some of the pools are not small and con- 
gested, as at first supposed, but cover areas 
of many miles. Notable are some of the results 
in the shallow sand districts, especially in the 
group of counties embracing Estill, Powell, 
Lee, reathitt and Madison, a comparatively 
new petroleum development. The completion 
of a fifty-barrel well ten miles southwest of 
the main area of Estill county, establishing an 
extension in an entirely new direction, was the 
most important result achieved in that terri- 
tory during the month just closed. It may 
be that this will prove to be just a chance 
strike, but indications favor the finding of 
additi al producers in the new district. 

The grade of petroleum is identical and the 
sand is found at the same average depth as 
lin the older portion of the field The new 
wildeat strike is on Middle Fork Creek, one 
mile from the Jackson county line. It is 
reasonable to expect that the area intervening 
between this well and the main pool of Cow 
Creek will show additional producers, Prob- 
ably one hundred lease-takers have been

A noteworthy stiffening of Japanese 
products in the country of their pro- 
duction, and especially of refined cam- 
phor, which has not yet found entire 
reflection in the New York market, has 
constituted the most important de- 
velopment in the drug list within the 
week. In most departments, conces- 
sions and outright reductions of prices 
have far outnumerbed the advances of 
late, as many of the local holders are 
becoming more desirous of converting 
at least a moderate portion of their 
foreign grown and manufactured goods 
into cash before some more definite in- 
timation of an approaching termination 
of the conflict abroad is received here 
than has been contained in the hitherto 
vague rumors of impending peace. 
The absence of more than a light de- 
mand for many of the leading com- 
modities in the market has also in- 
spired some shading of prices, espe- 
cially as the period of buying opera- 
tions has been shortened by at least 
one day, through the intervention of 
the Independence Day holiday or holi- 
days, as the case may have been. Only 
when stocks have been greatly depleted 
here or when the outlook suggests an 
improved demand within the near fu- 
ture have substantially higher prices 
been named. 

A further reduction of prices asked 
for chemically pure and dynamite glyc- 
erine as well as for the crude grades 
of this article has been announced by 
the refiners and other handlers and 
lower figures have also been named 
for denatured alcohol by the leading 
distillers. Price shading in the bro- 
mide preparations has been carried to 
still greater extremes by second hands, 
though these goods have been main- 
tained at previously mentioned levels 
by the manufacturers. 

Among other commodities whose 
prices have been lowered have been 
Haarlem oil, nitrate of silver, U. S. P. 
phenol crystals, distilled mace, nut- 
meg and synthetic wintergreen oils, 
amber sorts of gum arabic, German 
marjoram, gentian root, star anise, 
celery, India poppy and mustard seeds, 


Spanish paprika and carnauba and 
Japan waxes. 
The only advances of consequence 


recorded here within the interval have 
been in Japanese refined camphor, pow- 
dered Russian cantharides, Russian 





ergot, Venice turpentine, fennel seed 
and Bourbon geranium oils and otto 
of rose, French marjoram and dill 
seed,

As domestic and export takings of 
this basic narcotic has fallen to very 
meager proportions of late, thereby 
permitting a moderate accumulation 
cf stocks here, New York imports have 
continued rather easy in their views of 
the situation. They have not announced 
any further reduction in the prices 
asked for their gum, however, contin- 
uing to offer Turkey druggists’ quality 
goods at $11.40 in cases and powdered 
and granular grades at $12.50. 

MORPHINE, 


American manufacturers of this 
opium derivative are still holding their 
output fairly firmly on a bulk basis of 
$5.50 per ounce for the muriate and sul- 
phate forms, in 25-ounce lots, in ene 
delivery, despite the recent recession of 
the gum’s prices and the unabated 
turning of European consumers to the 
English markets, where a product of 
East Indian gum is still being offered 
at materially lower figures than are 
asked for the goods produced in this 
country from Turkey or Persian gums. 
Only a light domestic demand is re- 
ported at these figures, 


CODEINE. 
Notwithstanding the meagre charac- 


ter of the buying movement in this 
opium derivative, domestic manufac- 


turers are still holding their output 
firmly on a bulk basis of $8.50 per ounce 
for the alkaloid description, in 10- 
ounce lots, in one delivery. No re- 
flection of the recent additional drop 
in opium prices has yet been noted 
in the prices asked for this product. 


QUININE. 
Further evidence of increasing 
strength in the situation have been 


furnished of late in the records of 
curtailed shipments of cinchona bark 
from Java to Europe and in a revived 
demand for the salts both at home 
and abroad. Although the United 
States Government has not yet made 
any move toward placing contracts for 
Sizable lots of the latter goods for the 
army and navy, so strong is the im- 
pression that it is about to do so as to 
inspire firmer views on the part of 
second hands as well as of the domestic 
salts makers, For “outside” lots of 
the salts, second hands have refused 
to accept less than 70c. while asking 
in some instances 75ic., or the same 
figure as ig still being named by the 
domestic manufacturers as the bulk 
basis in their offers to regular cus- 
tomers and other favored consumers. 
Several sales have recently been made 
of “outside” lots at 70c. 

Some offers of small “outside” lots of 
American salts were made by second 
hands at the end of the week at 69c., 
but 70c. was more generally asked by 
these interests. Arrivals of 430 bales of 
cinchona bark were reported from Rot- 
terdam within the week. Our London 
correspondent has advised us that 
prices asked for salts in that center 
have recovered from their recent dip, 
and that best German sulphate in sec- 
ond hands is now commanding 3s. again, 
or 3d. higher than at the close of the 
previous week. 


SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCEL- 
LANEOUS ITEMS, 


ALCOHOL, — Denatured description 
of spirits have been marked down 5c. by 
all the leading distillers, in consequence 
of a diminution of buying operations 
for domestic account, as well as for ex- 
port. Ethyl grades have likewise weak- 
ened, but the methyl grades have not 
yet been lowered, although they like- 
wise show signs of further easing. Re- 
vised quotations for denatured goods 
are 54c. for the 180 proof grade in car- 
load lots, 55c. in five-barrel lots, and 
56c. for single barrel lots; 55@57c. for 
the 186 proof variety. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—An easing ten- 
dency is noted in this market, as the 
production of the basic coal-tar prod- 
ucts is still increasing, and the output 
of this commodity is being augmented. 
The general quotation is still $1.35@ 
1.50, but there are some offers of the 
sublimed at $1.28 and of the unsublimed 
at $1.15. 

BROMIDES. — Although manufac- 
turers of these preparations continue

WINTERGREEN.—Synthetic winter- 
green oil, Or methyl salicylate, is still 
being shaded, in the absence of more 
then a light demand, and is now be- 
ing offered in some quarters of the 
local market at $2.15, although more 
generally maintained at $2.25. Sweet 
birch oil continues to be maintained 
at $2.65@2.75, and genuine leaf oil, or 
gaultheria, at $3.85@4. 


FLOWERS. 


SAFFRON.—The so-called ‘‘Ameri- 
can” flowers, Or safflower, are in in- 
creasing demand, but as more liberal 
offers have been made of late, no ad- 
ditional uplift has been made in prices, 
and local handlers are now offering 
them at $1.75@1.85. Spanish or Valen- 
cia flowers continue to be quoted at 
$10.75@10.80. 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ARABIC.—As recent arrivals from 
London have partially replenished spot 
stocks, despite a complete cessation of 
direct shipments from Khartoum and 
other Egyptian posts, local importers 
and other handlers have generally low- 
ered their prices for amber sorts a cent 
further and are now offering this de- 
scription at 17c. for the cleaned de- 
scription, while offering the uncleaned 
at 16c. 


CAMPHOR.—A greatly increased de- 
mand has been reported for the refined 
gum since the spread of infantile par- 
alysis in New York city and other parts 
of New York State and New Jersey, a 
seemingly unfounded belief having been 
disseminated to the effect that pieces of 
this commodity kept close to the bodies 
of those liable to contagion will act as 
an effectual preventative. In addition 
to the extensive buying movement thus 
inaugurated at an unseasonable period 
of the year, there has also been an ab- 
normally great demand for both crude 
and refined gum from the makers of 
automobile top windows and manufac- 
turers of other so-called “celluloid” 
products, which has assisted materially 
in absorbing almost all the supplies of 
Japanese refined gum. Reports that the 
Japanese Government monopoly is at- 
tempting to curtail shipments of crude 


gum to the United States, in order to 
market more of the Japanese refined 
goods in this country, have been cir- 
culated again of late, but have been re- 
futed point blank by the representa- 
tives of the monopoly in this city. Im- 
porters and other handlers of Japanese 
refined gum have raised their prices for 


all sizes to the extent of 2c., and are 
now declining to sell two-and-a-half- 
pound slabs at less than 52c. Latest 


offers from Japan have been on a basis 
of 49c., and, in some instances, 49'%4c., 
in bond, New York, equivalent to 54@ 


54%6c. In the open market here. Latest 
arrivals have included 439 cases from 
London on the steamship Alunia. Do- 
mestic refiners continue to quote their 
output on a basis of 52c. in barrels. 
HERBS AND LEAVES. 
HOREHOUND.—As the demand for 
these leaves has abated of late and 
moderate offers are now being made, 
local holders are quoting them at the 


lower range of prices represented by 
22@25c. 


MARJORAM.—French goods are in 


very scanty supply here and more 
firmly held abroad, with the result that 
local importers are now asking a 
minimum of 20c. for their holdings. 
Latest advices from abroad quote the 
goods there at an equivalent. of 21@

SEEDS. 


ANISE.—Star seed has been marked 


down a cent and a half to 23@24c., as 
the demand has flagged of late and 


supplies have proved more nearly ade- 
quate to requirements. 
CELERY.—With a recent diminu- 
tion of the buying movement, local 
importers and other holders have low- 
ered their prices a cent to 21@22c. 


DILL.—With the beginning of the 
pickling demand, spot stocks have 
been greatly reduced and local han- 


dlers have raised their prices 2%c. to 
114%@12e. 

MUSTARD.—The absence of an ac- 
tive demand and consequently aug- 
mented offers of this seed have brought 
about a lowering of prices, ranging 
from a half cent to a cent and mak- 
ing revised quotations 14%@l5c. for 
brown Bari and California grades, 154 
@15%c. for yellow English and 15@léc. 
for yellow Dutch. 

POPPY.—India seed has been offered 
down to the extent of a half cent, as 
the demand has waned, and is now 
being quoted at 19%@20c. Dutch seed, 
however, continues to be maintained 
at 28@30c. 

SHELLAC. 


An exceptionally active demand con- 
tinues to be noted for all orange as well 
as bleached grades, and many of the 
local bleachers are finding it impossible 
to make all deliveries on outstanding 
contracts for their products on time. In 
several instances deliveries on contracts 
expiring on June 30 were not completed 
by the outset of the week, but in most 
instances the consumers have been more 
than willing to accept belated deliveries 


rather than do without the goods. As 
the demand has reached larger propor- 
tions, importers and other operators 


have become more conservative about 
selling at present levels, as a large ma- 
jority of the local handlers of. this com- 
modity are inclined to the opinion that 
much higher prices will be reached be- 
fore Great Britain’s partial embargo on 
exports from India is lifted. Latest of- 
fers of fair free quality of shellac for 


July-August shipment from India, 
which is almost certain to arrive in 


“blocky” condition, have been made at 
23%c., and local importers are united 
in asking a minimum of 26c. for T. N. 
in bags on spot. Bleached goods con- 
tinue to be strongly maintained at a 
minimum of 34c. for bone dry and at 
28@29c. for the commercial bleached de- 
scription. Other grades continue to be 
strongly held at the figures reached in 
the previous week’s climb. 

The arrival of a cargo of 2,100 bags 
of shellac and 137 bags of seedlac has 
been noted evithin the week on the 
steamship Crewe Hall from Calcutta, 
but no shipments from the country of 
production appear to have been made 
since the British Government’s ban on 
shipments to all except neutral coun- 
tries has been enforced, Formal ap- 
proval by the British consul-general at 
the port of New York on the guarantee 
for consumers against reshipments to 
enemy countries of the goods permitted 
to come out from India to the United 
States through his hands has just been 
given by that official, and it is evident 
that the British Government is now well 
assured of the intention of the recog- 
nized, reliable American importers to in- 
sist upon scrupulous observance of 
that government's prerequisites for 
shipments of shellac on the part of their

Only a moderate buying movement is 
reported in most departments of this 
market and, in the absence of more 
than a light demand, the inclinations 
on the part of holders to shade prices 
is becoming greater daily, especially 
as it is being stimulated by persistent 
reports of an approaching termination 
of hostilities abroad. Concessions of 
noteworthy proportions have been 
made of late in the figures asked for 
American bicarbonate of soda and also 
in domestic caustic soda, while further 
reductions have occurred in the prices 
named for oxalic acid and the 66 de- 
grees description of sulphuric acid as 
well as in the quotation made for spot 
lots of chlorate of potash. Needle anti- 
mony continues easy, as purchasing has 
diminished materially and moderate 
accumulations have thereby resulted. 

Resales of soda ash unsettled prices 
and at the close quotations were nom- 
inal. There were no quotable changes 
in the market for bleaching powder, 
but it was intimated in some quarters 
that second hands were anxious sellers, 
Consumers showed comparatively little 
interest in futures. Jobbing quotations 
for tartaric acid were easier towards 
the close,

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Offer- 
ings were freer and spot prices closed 
slightlv lower.

The fertilizer trade is passing 
through a quiet period and the present 
week saw no changes of importance. 
Mixed goods are not in demand and 
manufacturers are not taking much 
interest in raw materials. Trading, 
therefore, as considered from any 
angle, is not important. Prices are 
not subject to sharp fluctuations and 
in general a quiet, steady market pre- 
vails. Fish scrap was a trifle firmer 
this week, although prices for the past 
few weeks were almost entirely nom- 
inal. This week buyers were more in- 
terested and apparently are im- 
pressed by reports of a poor catch, 
and therefore regard present prices as 
more favorable for filling wants. 
Nitrate of soda is fairly steady, though 
some shading might be done in the 
spot market. Production in Chile is 
keeping up at high levels and the 
visible supply is large, but costs of 
producing nitrate have gone up and 
this makes it necessary for producers 


to get more than usual in order to 
cover costs and hence establishes a 
level below which selling costs can- 


not go if producers are to operate at 
profit. Sulphate of ammonia is quiet 
and unchanged in price. Blood and 
tankage are pretty steady in price, 
but are not moving freely. The census 
report on the fertilizer industry for 
1914, together with comparisons for 
1909, has just been made public and 
will be found on another page of this 


issue. For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer mar- 
kets refer to index on page 31. De- 


tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local market follow :— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Only moderate inquiry is reported for 
the animal ammoniates. Holders are 
not pressing matters, and, while actual 
trading is quiet, there is no weakness 
in prices. Chicago quotes dried blood 
at $2.65 and high-grade tankage at $2.55 
and 10. Some inquiry is reported for 
imported grades of fish guano, but 
stocks are low and shipping arrange- 


ments are interfering with definite 
quotations on futures. 

FISH SCRAP.—While recent reports 
from the menbaden fleet in the South 


have been more favorable and weather 
conditions have improved, there are no 
heavy catches reported as yet. De- 
mand for scrap is reported to have 
been a little more active and buyers 
who are in need of supplies have 
shown more of a disposition to meet 
sellers’ views. This does not mean 
that trading has been active, for such 
has not been the case, but inquiry has 
improved and sales have been made 
on a basis of $2.85 and 10 f. o. b. South- 
ern works. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—While there 
ape reports that $3.10 per 100 pounds 
can be shaded on spot, that figure is 
generally quoted, and some small lots 
are said to be held at $3.15 per 100 
pounds. On futures there are offers 
at $3.07% per 100 pounds. Production 
in Chile in May reached a total of 
243,360 tons, as against 107,000 tons for 
the corresponding period last year. 
This makes total production for the 
first five months of the year 1,231,019 
tons, as against 487,957 tons in 1915. 
These figures show that the statistical 
position on the West Coast is not espe- 
cially strong, but the large stocks held 
there cannot be said to have depressed 
the market, and in the absence of sell- 
ing pressure there is no weakness, 
either at primary points or at consum- 
ing centers. Ocean freights continue 
to play an important part in domestic 
markets and no material changes are 


reported in charter rates during the 
week. 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A re- 


port on the London market says there 
is still no sign of any particular im- 
provement in the sulphate of ammonia 
market. The amount of business pass- 
ing is not large, but the undertone is 
steady, and the quotations at various 
ports are in the neighborhood of £17. 
The view is generally held, however, 
that while a rise is perhaps not likely 
for a little time, there need be no fear 
of any further setback in the quotation, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
output is being reduced. Shipping fa- 
cilities are still not good and freights 
are high. At the same time foreign in- 
quiry is quite substantial and holds out 
many promising prospects. Higher 
prices are likely to mature directly de- 
mand gets a fair chance to show itself. 
At present there are too many restric- 
tions. Manufacturers are still exercis- 
ing caution with regard to forward 
commitments, and expect a better time. 

A steady demand for sulphate is re- 
ported by domestic sellers, and prices 
are holding at $3.40 per 100 pounds for 
spot and shipments. A report on in- 


creased production of nitrogen in Ger- 
many says that In view of plans for 
enlarging the output it is probable that 


the 1917 output of sulphate of ammonia 
will reach a total of 700,000 tons. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—While reports 
on the market for acid phosphate have 
indicated a steady condition, a review 
of prices for the past few months 
shows that the quotations have been 
working toward lower levels. It is 
admitted that stocks in sellers’ hands 
are not large, and this has offset to a 
large degree the quiet consuming de- 
mand. Quotations for 16 per cent. acid 
phosphate are given at $11.50. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A report from 
abroad says New Zealand has now re- 
ceived its first shipment of basic phos- 
phate from Egypt. Owing to the New 
Zealand Government assisting gener- 
ously in the matter of freights and fix- 
ing values farmers will receive the fer- 
tilizer at prices considerably below 
those ruling for similar materials. Do- 
mestic markets for phosphate rock are 
quiet, and conditions are not changed.

$1.75@3.25 f. o. b. Port Tampa; South 
Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 f. o. b. 


Ashley River; Florida high grade rock, 
77 per cent., $5@6.25 f. o. b.

$6@6.50 f. o, b. Mount Pleasant; 75 per 
cent. granulated, $4@5, and 68 to 72 per 
cent., $4.25@4.50. 


POTASH SALTS, 
Reports from the West indicate the 
formation of another company to pro- 


duce potash from kelp, and, naturally, 
this is regarded as a sign of a larger 
output from that source. Offerings of 
domestic potash, however, are not im- 
portant and have no bearing on the 
trade in German potash salts. The 
latter are quiet, with no interest in the 


lower grade salts, which are merely 
nominal in price. Muriate of potash 
while quiet is rather firmly held, and 


prices during the week were quoted at 
$300@305 per ton.

For that matter, the change with respect to 
blood has been mae pronounced than’ that in 
tankage, the former material having for a 
time ruled five or ten cents a unit under 
tankage It cannot be said that the demand 
has increased to any pronounced degree, al- 
though the inquiry appears to be more nu 
merous, indicating a revival of interest in the 
offerings and the state of the market... The 
quoted price is about the same as last week, 
being at $2 ec. a. f. basis Baltimore Evi- 
dently, the estern producers are finding some

prospects in the South have undergone an im-

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The quotations on acid 


phosphate remain at $10.50 for 14 per cent. 
and $11.50 for 16 per cent. stocks, and quite 
an active inquiry appears to prevall amoung 
the fertilizer manufacturers, though the actual 
movement is apparently of rather moderate 
proportions. The producers of acid phosphate 
are still in a position to find takers for their 
supplies elsewhere than among fertilizer men, 
and the factories as a matter of fact are turn- 


ing out in large quantities a grade of acid 
phosphate suited to the manufacture of muni 
tions. Still, the time is approaching when the 
makers of fertilizer mixtures must have stocks, 
and this accounts for the more interested in 
quiry, which is certain before long to result 
in greater activity in so far as the placing of 
orders is concerned, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—With the arrival of 
another cargo of nitrate of soda here this 
week it looks as though the market has eased 
off somewhat, both spot and future being now 
quoted at $3.07% per 100 pounds. As yet the 
inquiry from the manufacturers of fertilizer 
mixtures is not urgent, though a more decided 
disposition to place orders is being noted. 
There is a possibility, of course, that the easier 
feeling with respect to nitrate prices is due 


in the main to the lowering of the ocean 
freight rates, which is reported to be in 
progress. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There has been 
no change during the past week in sulphate of 
ammonia, the latest prices named being around 
$3.40 per 100 for domestic spot, as well as fu- 
tures up to next March. No further receipts 
here from the other side of the Atlantic have 
been reported, and the situation Is in the main 
quiet, with the buyers not in a hurry to take 
up stocks and with the volume of business 
limited. 

POTASH.—If new developments in the 
potash market have occurred, the Baltimore 
fertilizer trade has little or no information 
about it. There is no good reason to suppose 
that the situation is essentially different than 
it has been for monhs. Fertflizer men do not 
see how the outlook could have been in any 
way changed, nothing having occurred to make 
the prospect of receipts of potash in consid- 
erable quantities here before very long in the 
least probable. It seems as unlikely as before 
that the fertilizer trade will presently have to

consider potash as an important factor, and 
matters are allowed to drift along, with an 

eye being kept on the situation. 
BONE.—Nothing of special moment has de 


veloped in the market for bone during the last 
week, the demand having been held in abey 
ance because of the practical intervention of 
four holidays in a row, so that only three full 
business days were really available. The quo- 


tations remain where they were, at $32 for 4% 
and 50 ground raw bone, $28 for 3 and 50 
ground steamed bone, in bulk, and $27 for 1 
and 0 bone flour in bags.

Bronze Powder.

INDUSTRIAL 
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SECURITIES 





Prices in the securities market dur- 
ing the week have been uncertain, be- 
ing affected to a greater or less degree 
by conflicting reports as to the Mex- 
ican situation, and by the revenue pro- 
gram of the administration, which, un- 
der the omnibus bill, calls for the cre- 
ation of a permanent tariff board, 
changes in the dyestuffs tariff sched- 


ule, large increases in the income 
taxes, and the abolition of the emer- 
gency stamp tax revenue provision, 


the loss sustained to be made up by 
special taxation. Hence, both the 
bulls and the bears had their innings. 

The Street was confident early in the 
week that both in Mexico and in Eu- 
rope things were “going well,’ but war 
stocks were given a bad jolt upon the 
announcement that the Westinghouse 
Airbrake Company, after filling an or- 
der for a million and a quarter shrap- 
nel shells for the British Government, 
would dismantle its shell shop and dis- 
charge 2,500 employes. Then came the 
report that the Du Pont would operate 
two shifts instead of three in its pow- 
der factories. There were few war or- 
ders, those from Russia being of the 
greatest importance. 

Mining shares were heavy, and 
special weakness developed in Ameri- 
can Zine and Butte Superior, although 
as a whole copper shares were held 
fairly well. American Can and Con- 
tinental Can advanced following high- 
er price announcements for their prod- 
uct, 

From Savannah came official an- 
nouncement that the American Inter- 
national Corporation, a recent large 
factor in the development of American 
trade in foreign marts, had become 
subscriber to a controlling interest in 
the Rosin and Turpentine Export Com- 
pany in Georgia. Reorganization will 
follow, with credit arrangements, 
through parent corporation and con- 
trolling interests, of $5,000,000. 

The following officers will direct the 
reorganized concern: President J. A. G. 
Carson, president of the Carson Naval 
Stores, Savannah; vice-president, W. 
F. Coachman, president of the Consoli- 
dated Naval Stores Company of Jack- 
sonville; vice-president, George G. 
Baldwin, first vice-president of the 
American International Corporation, 
New York; vice-president, Charles W. 
Bowring, member of the shipping house 
of Bowring, New York and London. 

Effects of the acquisition were felt 
in the market at once. 

Word came from Baltimore last 
Thursday that the directors of Cosden 
& Co. had declared a cash dividend of 
50 per cent., or $2.50 per share, pay- 
able August 6 to stockholders of rec- 
ord July 20. The stockholders are giv- 
en until August 4, inclusive, to decide 
whether they will take the dividend in 
cash or in stock at par to the amount 
of the dividend. As this stock sells at 
a large premium, it is expected the 
stockholders will prefer the _ stock. 
About August 7 the directors will act 
on the regular quarterly dividend, and 
it is announced officially that the rate 
will continue at 2 per cent. regular and 
5 per cent. extra, payable August 15 to 
holders of record August 10. This div- 
idend will apply to new stock, as well 
as to old, and will be equivalent to 42 
per cent on the present holdings at 
par. 

The Central States Gas Company has 
been formed in Indiana with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000 and has acquired the 
artificial and natural gas plants at Ol- 


ney, Sumner, Bridgeport and Law- 
renceville, Ill., and that of the Vin- 
cennes Gas Company at Vincennes, 


Ind., asd also the Western Wrecking 
and Supply Company, which controls 
the natural gas supply for the towns 
named. It is understood that an offer- 
ing of bonds of the new company will 
be made shortly in New York. 

A Boston dispatch states that it is 
expected that in 1916 Tide Water Oil 


will increase its dividend to $12 per 
share. Its regular rate for the past 
seventeen years has been 8 per cent. 
Local bankers have just purchased a 
large holding in Tide Water Oil and 
offered it to their clients at $185 a 
share. This is the first time since the 
formation of the company, in 1878, that 
the public has ever had an opportunity 
to own any of its shares. Mr. Weller, 
vice-president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, is a director 
in the Tide Water Oil Company, rep- 
resenting the New Jersey company’s 
interest in the Tide Water Oil Com- 
pany. George F. Baker, Jr., of the 
First National Bank of New York, is 
also a director, representing another 
very large holding. 

London advices state that the net 
profit of Lobitos Oilfields, Ltd., an 
English oil producing and transporta- 
tion company operating § in Peru, 
amounted to about $400,000 in the year 
ended December 31, 1915. The company 
paid dividends of 15 per cent. for the 
year. Production of oil amounted to 
slightly more than 660,000 barrels. 

The United States Cartridge Company 
is leading all other cartridge manufac- 
turers in production at a rate of ap- 
proximately $18,000,000 a year. With av- 
erage earnings at 20 per cent. of total 
business, the company's earnings would 
be over $300,000 monthly, or at the rat 
of 450 per cent. on the $800,000 stock. 

National Lead, which owns more than 
40 per cent. of the stock of the Cart- 
ridge Company, has never received a 
dividend from this source, but is likely 
to do so before very long, in view of the 
Cartridge Company's large earnings. 

For several years United States Cart- 
ridge has be?n a losing proposition, but 
from January 1, 1915, to January 1, 
1916, profit and loss deficit of $564,810 
was converted into a surplus of $405,477, 
indicating earnings of over 121 per cent 
on the capital stock. National Lead 
regular business is also satisfactory, 
sales of all its products, except white 
lead, being well above normal. 

Muskogee Refining will probably ») 
put on a straight 5 cents a share quar- 
terly dividend basis at the next meeting 
of directors to be held shortly. Th 
pres*nt rate is 1 cent monthly and 2 
cents extra quarterly on par of $1. In 
addition, it is anticipated that “extras” 
will be paid from time to time. Net Is 
running at the.rate of over $500,000 per 
annum, which is in excess of 100 per 
cent. on the $500,000 stock outstanding. 

In June the Anaconda Copper Min- 


ing Company produced 28,100,000 
pounds of copper. This compares with

There was not much activity in the 
market for dye materials in the early 
part of the week. It is reported that 
progress in domestic manufacture of 
dyes and colors is shown by offers 
from producers who have nuvi been 
factors hitherto, One of the important 
topics of the week has reference to the 
proposed tariff changes, the purpose or 
which is to furnish sufficient protec- 
tion to manufacturers to enable them 
to operate without fear of destructive 
competition from abroad. The sched- 
ule of tariff changes as now proposed 
will be found elsewhere in this issue, 
The market for dye materials con- 
tinues to show some changes favorable 
to consumers. Lower prices were 
reached this week in the case of bi- 
chromates and prussiates. Aniline oil, 
aniline salts and logwood extract also 
are selling at lower levels and in each 
case offerings appear to have increased 
in volume and domestic productions 
seems to have made headway. Acetate 
of soda is in limited supply and is 
held firm @s a result. Starch and 
dextrines were marked up in price in 
the latter part of the week following 
higher prices for corn. Zinc dust is 
offered rather freely and is a shade 
easier in price. Detailed reports on 
the local market follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Some holders 
of acetate of soda have asked as high 
as lic. per pound for their offerings. 
Stocks are not large in the spot mar- 
ket and the strength shown by prices 
is largely the result of the preponder- 
ance of demand over supply. In some 
quarters this material has been of- 
fered at lic. per pound and the market 
quotation may be placed at 15@lic. 
per pound, according to seller, 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—With 
second hand offerings of aniline oil in 
the market there is considerable dif- 


ference in the prices asked by the 
various sellers. Spot oil was quoted 
at 42c. per pound by some sellers and 


per pound by others. 
lowest price heard 
was 40c, per pound. Aniline salts are 
rather easy at 65c. per pound on spot 
as there ere reports that this figure 
could be shaded on firm bids. Con- 
tracts are offered at 60c. per pound 
and the latter figure is also said to be 
easy. Some consumers of aniline oil 
are receiving deliveries against oil con- 
tracts which were placed on a basis of 
15e. per pound and there are reports 
that some of these contract holders 
are more eager to take their profits 
than to consume the oil, 

BICHROMATES.—There is not much 
change in the market for bichromate 
of soda as far as first hands are con- 
cerned. Second hands, however, are 
still cutting and offers on spot were 
heard during the interval at 27c. per 
pound, but it is questionable whether 
any round lots could be picked up at 
that price. First hands seem to hold 
29c. per pound as an inside price, and 
are quoting 29@30c. both on spot and 
on futures. Bichromate of potash is 
offered in a small way at 40@45c. 
per pound by resellers, but first hands 
are asking 50c. per pound. 

CUTCH.—The shipments from Ran- 
goon to all parts from January 1 to 
May 9 were 4,886 tons, against 1,220 
tons in 1915 and 1,450 tons in 1914. Ar- 
rivals of cutch at the local market 
were noted during the week. The 
market is not active and shows very 
little changes. Prices are based on 
quantity, packages and grade, with 
quotations at 124%@18c. per pound. 

GAMIBIER.—A report from the Lon- 
don market says the market has fur- 
ther fallen 5s, On the spot, the value 
being now only 45@50s. For arrival 
business has been done down to 38s. 
for good marks per June-July steam- 
er, registering a drop of 3s. Cubes are 
unaltered on the spot at 62s. 6d., but 
for arrival the quotation has been 
written down as much as 4s., to 56s. 
per cwt. c. i. f. 

In the local market quotations for 
gambier are given at 12@18c. per 
pound, according to quantity and sell- 
er. On shipments 10%@l1lc. per pound 
has been quoted. No, 1 cubes are re- 
ported to have sold at 19c. per pound. 

INDIGO.—The yield of indigo in In- 
dia on last year’s crop is given as 
about 59,000 maunds, equivalent to ap-

Only moderate inquiry for indigo is 
reported in domestic markets. Offer- 


ings of synthetic indigo have been 
limited for some time. Quotations are 
nominal in some quarters owing to the 
absence of stocks. Other sellers are 








quoting $1.90 per pound for 20 per 
cent. Natural indigo varies in price, 
according to grade, with $1.75@3.50 per 
pound quoted. 

LOGWOOD.—A charter to carry log- 
wood from Nassau to New York ig re- 
ported on a basis of $16 per ton. Ar- 
rivals of logwood are noted regularly 
and stocks are reported to be held in 
store at the local market. Quotations 
for high grade logwood are easier and 
Jamaica selections are offered at $53 
per ton on spot and slightly under that 
for shipment. Logwood extract shows 
a range according to make and 35@ 
40c. per pound is quoted for 51 degrees. 
Solid logwood extract is quoted at 68c. 
per pound. Hematine crystals are held 
at 90c. per pound, 

PRUSSIATES.—Red prussiate of 
potash is reported to have changed 
hands at $3.50 per pound. Prices in 
this material are not firm, as most 
sellers offer subject to previous sale. 
The market is therefore largely nom- 
inal and is quoted at $3.50@4 per 
pound. Yellow prussiate of potash has 
been tending downwards, but prices 
are unsettled and depend upon seller. 
The range goes from $1 per pound to 
$1.30 per pound for spot material. 
Prussiate of soda also was easier this 
week, with offers at 85@90c. per pound, 
according to seller. 

STARCH.—Owing to higher produc- 
ing costs as represented by advances 
in raw materials, the market for 
starch was firm throughout the period. 
On Thursday this resulted in an in- 
crease of 10 points in the schedule and 
revised quotations are as follows:— 
Pearl starch, $2.35 in bags, $2.41 in bar- 
rels; powdered starch, $2.30 in bags, 
$2.46 in ‘barrels; special warp sizing 
starch, $2.45 in bags; finishing’ starch, 
$2.75 in bags; crystal T. B. starch No. 
90 fluidity, $3.05 in bags, $3.16 in bar- 
rels. The above quotations are per 100 
pounds for car lots, freight prepaid to 
New York city. Smaller amounts are 
higher accordingly. 

TURMERIC.—Advices from Calcutta 
say the market is quiet and sellers 
weak. Limited sales are making for 
local and country consumption and for 
outports for prompt and early deliv- 
eries. There is no demand for Europe 
and America. Arrivals of new crop 
are still small, and as usual first ar- 
rivals are mixed with oJd crop. 

Quotations are for: Masulipatam, Rs. 
10-0@Rs. 13-8; Madras and Gopalpore, 
Rs. 10-0@Rs. 13-0; Pabna and Kushtea, 
Rs. 8-8@Rs. 12-8; Daisi and Jagger- 
nathpore, Rs. 8-0@Rs. 12-0, per B. md., 
weight, loose, according to quality. 
The latter prices are for clean retail 
fingers. 

Offerings of turmeric in the local 
market are more free, and China selec- 
tions are quoted at 84%@8%c. per 
pound. Aleppo is held at 94@9%c. per 
pound and Madras at 8%@9c. per 
pound. 

ZINC DUST.—There is an easier tone 
to the market for zinc dust, and offers 
during the week were more favorable 
to buyers. There is a range accord- 
ing to seller, quantity and grade, with 
quotations at 27@32c. per pound.
